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J.I.C.  Agreement 

NEW  RETAIL  RATES  AND  CONDITIONS 

THE  Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail  Pharmacy  (England  and 
Wales)  has  published  the  new  salaries  scale  and  conditions  of  employ- 
ment given  in  the  thirteenth  J.I.C.  agreement.  The  agreement  comes 
into  operation  on  March  4.  Details  are  given  on  p.  188. 

Services  England  and  Wales "'  require 
an  extra  £1,026,000,  again  mostly  to 
meet  higher  rates  of  pay,  but  there  is 
an  additional  £210,000  to  cover  addi- 
tional supplies  of  poliomyelitis  and 
smallpox  vaccines.  The  fourth  item  is 
of  £1,000  for  the  pensions,  allowances 
and  gratuities  payable  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act.  The 
National  Health  Service,  Scotland,  re- 
quires £3,054,000,  of  which  the  largest 
item  is  £2,641,000  for  the  Hospital  Ser- 
vices. Again,  pay  rises  are  responsible 
for  the  revised  estimate. 


British  Pharmacopoeia 

MONOGRAPHS  OFFICIAL  APRIL  1 

A  REVISED  leaflet  of  amendments  to 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1958,  has 
been  published  by  the  General  Medical 
Council.  It  includes  amendments  that 
became  official  on  September  1,  1958, 
June  26,  1959,  and  October  27,  1961. 
It  also  includes  amendments  that  be- 
come official  on  April  1  and  has  the 
effect  of  adding  to  the  Pharmacopoeia 
monographs  on  paracetamol  (acet- 
aminophen, HO.CTL.NH.CO.CH,)  and 
paracetamol  tablets.

Supplementary  Estimates 

MORE  FOR  SCOTTISH  SERVICES 

OF  the  £102  millions  sought  from  Par- 
liament in  the  Civil  Supplementary 
Estimates  1962-63  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  13s),  £140,000  is  required 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Services  in 
Scotland  to  meet  the  unexpectedly 
higher  average  cost  per  prescription 
which  had  only  partly  been  offset  by 
reduced  demand.  The  allocations  are 
as  follows  (the  original  figures  are  given 
in  parentheses): — Pharmacists  dispens- 
ing fees  and  rota  payments  £1.882,500 
(£1,748,000).  Cost  of  drugs  and  appli- 
ances £6,631,500  (£6,525,000).  On-cost 
allowance  £1,449,000  (£1,609,000).  Pay- 
ments for  the  supply  of  drugs  by  medi- 
cal and  dental  practitioners  £195,000 
(£187,000.  Health  centre  services 
£13,500  (£12,000).  Payments  by  patients 
£2,131,000  (£2,181,000).  The  Ministry 
of  Health  is  responsible  for  four  groups 
of  supplementary  estimates.  £230,000  is 
wanted  mainly  to  meet  the  effect  of 
increased  staffs'  rates  of  pay,  and  addi- 
tional purchases  of  poliomyelitis  vac- 
cine, higher  costs  of  invalid  tricycles, 
limbs  and  appliances.  £1,438,000  is  re- 
quired for  the  Hospital  Services,  of 
which  £100,000  is  allocated  for  the  ac- 
quisition of  land  and  buildings,  the 
remainder  is  to  meet  pay  rises.  The

Successful  Kidney  Graft 

NEW  CHEMOTHERAPY  TECHNIQUES 

WHAT  is  believed  to  be  the  first  suc- 
cessful human  kidney  transplantation 
from  a  dead  man  was  recently  carried 
out  at  the  General  Infirmary,  Leeds, 
Yorks.  A  novel  chemotherapeutic  as- 
pect of  the  treatment  was  the  use  of  a 
nitrogen  mustard  derivative — cyclophos- 
phamide (Endoxan  of  Ward,  Blenkin- 
sop  &  Co.,  Ltd.).  It  is  understood  that 
cyclophosphamide  was  employed  to 
help  suppress  antigens,  which  the  body 
normally    produces   when  confronted 


with  foreign  tissues.  The  drug  has  pre- 
viously been  used  as  a  supplementary 
measure  in  the  surgical  or  radiological 
treatment  of  malignant  growths.  Also 
reported  was  the  use  of  a  new  perfusion 
fluid  called  "  Tham."  The  fluid,  which 
was  developed  over  a  period  of  five 
years  in  the  Infirmary's  urological  unit 
laboratories,  is  stated  to  enable  kidneys 
to  be  preserved  for  up  to  two  hours 
after  removal  from  the  body.  Professor 
Leslie  Pyrah  (senior  consultant  surgeon, 
department  of  urology,  Leeds  Infirm- 
ary) was  reported  as  saying  on  Febru- 
ary 14:  "I  hope,  and  it  is  still  no 
more  than  a  hope,  that  the  days  when 
the  body  had  to  be  bombarded  with 
x-rays  to  prevent  infection  after  a  kid- 
ney graft,  are  coming  to  an  end."

Emigration  of  Scientists 

ROYAL    SOCIETY    COMMITTEE  REPORT 

A  SURVEY  covering  a  ten-year  period, 
beginning  May  1952,  of  the  emigration 
of  scientists  from  the  United  Kingdom 
has  been  completed  by  a  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council  of  the  Royal 
Society.  Its  report  (published  by  the 
Society,  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly, 
London,  W.l,  price  5s.),  states  that 
quite  apart  from  the  potential  to  the 
United  Kingdom  that  had  been  lost  by 
the  emigration  of  scientists,  it  must  be 
recognised  that  considerable  sums  had 
been  spent  in  educating  scientists  who 
were  now  working  in  the  United  States 
and  other  countries  overseas.  The  Com- 
mittee also  regard  as  serious  the  econo- 
mic consequences  of  the  loss  to  the 
United  Kingdom  of  the  leadership  and 
the  creative  contributions  that  science 
and  technology  which  these  scientists 
would  have  made  in  the  course  of  their 
working  lives.  The  annual  rate  of  per- 
manent emigration  of  recently  qualified 
Ph.D.'s  was  now  at  least  140  a  year, 
about  12  per  cent,  of  the  total  output. 
The  annual  rate  of  permanent  emigra- 
tion of  university  staff  was  about  60 
a  year  or  1  per  cent,  of  the  total  staff 
in  the  United  Kingdom  in  the  subjects 
investigated.  The  survey  was  confined 
to  those  holding  Ph.D.  degrees  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  Questionnaires  were 
sent  to  563  professors  and  other  heads 
of  departments,  and  a  96  per  cent, 
response  was  obtained. 

Train  Crash  at  Plant 

CHEMICAL  WORKS  DISASTER  AVERTED 

COOLING-WATER  facilities  at  the 
Barking  factory  of  Howards  of  Ilford, 
Ltd.,  were  damaged  when  a  diesel  rail- 
car  set  was  derailed,  plunging  down  an 
embankment  on  February  17.  The 
leading  coach  narrowly  missed  a  tank 
of  liquid  naphthalene  and  a  gas-holder 
full  of  hydrogen.  No  fire  resulted.  Pro- 
duction of  phthalic  anhydride  and 
cyclic  alcohol  was  interrupted,  but  im- 
mediate action  was  taken  to  connect 
a  temporary  cooling-water  supply,  and 
phthalic  anhydride  production  was  re- 
started within  three  hours.  Full  pro- 
duction of  cyclic  alcohol  will  not  be 
possible  for  some  time,  but  alternative 
supply  arrangements  are  being  made 
and  no  interruption  has  occurred  in 
deliveries  to  customers. 


Hours  of  Service 

RESULTS  OF  A  REFERENDUM 

A  POSTAL  referendum  held  among 
members  of  the  Worcestershire  and 
Herefordshire  Branch  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  recently  resulted 
in  the  rejection  of  recommendations  on 
hours  of  service  contained  in  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  General  Prac- 
tice of  Pharmacy.  The  following  reso- 
lution was  submitted:  — 

That  this  Branch  of  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  does  not  consider  that 
either  a  compulsory  24-hour  pharmaceu- 
tical service,  or  an  enforced  call  system, 
is  essential,  desirable,  or  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  profession  or  of  advan- 
tage to  the  public. 
86-6  per  cent,  of  the  cards  sent  out 
were  returned:  79-1  per  cent,  of  the 
members  were  in  favour  of  the  motion.

A  GIFT  under  a  deed  of  covenant  has 
been  made  by  Marchon  Products,  Ltd., 
Whitehaven,  Cumberland,  to  King's 
College  in  the  University  of  Durham 
for  the  establishment  of  visiting  lec- 
tureships. Under  the  scheme  the  col- 
lege will  annually  invite  two  distin- 
guished visitors  to  Newcastle-on-Tyne 
for  periods  of  about  a  fortnight  to  take 
part  in  the  work  of  the  University.

Challenge  to  Chemists 

SYMPOSIUM  IN  DUBLIN 

THE  tendency  for  traditional  "  chem- 
ists' only  "  products  to  be  sold  through 


grocers  was  discussed  at  a  symposium 
for  pharmacists  held  at  the  premises 
of  Leo  (Ireland),  Ltd.,  Dublin,  on  Feb- 
ruary 4.  Mr.  P.  O.  Ferguson  (a  director 
of  a  marketing  organisation),  speaking 
on  "  Marketing — Chemists  and  the 
Future,"  dealt  with  developments  in 
the  United  States  and  United  Kingdom. 
He  suggested  that,  to  meet  the  chal- 
lenge of  the  self-service  stores,  pharma- 
cists should  concentrate  on  merchan- 
dising, layout  and  displays  in  their 
shops.  Toiletries  and  cosmetics,  he  said, 
were  fourth  highest  on  the  advertising 
expenditure  list  of  Telefis  Eireann.  In 
Britain  it  had  been  found  that  tele- 
vision advertising  was  not  fully  effec- 
tive unless  supported  at  the  point  of 
sale  by  appropriate  displays.  Some  ele- 
ment of  reminder  was  necessary.  Other 
contributions  to  the  discussion  were 
made  by  Mr.  D.  F.  Pearmain,  repre- 
senting a  shopfitting  company:  Dr.  A.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Ser- 
vice is  setting  up  a  working  party  to 
investigate  the  cause  of  "  gastric  flu," 
supposedly  a  viral  infection.

"  Today's  doctor,"  speaking  in  the 
B.B.C.  programme  "  Today  "  on  Feb- 
ruary 20,  gave  as  a  "  new  treatment  for 
psoriasis,"  a  0-1  per  cent,  cream  of 
triamcinolone,  which,  he  said,  had  been 
used  at  Southend  General  hospital. 

A  two  -  day  course  on  interviewing 
for  executives  who  deal  with  the  selec- 
tion and  appraisal  of  sales  representa- 
tives, is  being  held  in  London,  March 
5-6.  Organisers  are  the  Industrial  Wel- 
fare Society,  48  Bryanston  Square,  Lon- 
don, W.l. 

The  Queen  has  approved  the  ap- 
pointment of  Mr.  M.  Reed,  C.B.,  as 
Registrar  General  in  succession  to  Mr 
E.  M.  Tyndall  Firth,  C.B.,  who  is  re- 
tiring from  that  office  on  February  28. 
Mr.  Reed  is  an  under  secretary  at  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

The  first  report  of  the  Expert  Com- 
mittee on  Trypanosomiasis,  which  re- 
views the  distribution  of  the  disease 
and  the  methods  available  for  its  treat- 
ment and  control,  has  been  published 
by  the  World  Health  Organisation.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Similarity 

A  small  paragraph  on  p.  161  draws  attention  to  a  circular  letter  that  has 
been  dispatched  to  pharmacists  by  the  manufacturers  of  a  product  called 
Anovlar.  The  letter  warns  pharmacists  to  be  careful  to  distinguish  between 
that  product  and  another  called  Ancolan,  since  the  similarity  in  names 
might  lead  to  confusion.  A  contributor  on  another  page  recalls  instances 
of  misreading  of  the  labels  on  stock  bottles  of  drugs  which  had  fatal 
consequences — a  situation  which  she  feels  would  not  have  arisen  had  the 
lettering  been  in  lower-case  instead  of  capitals.  But  the  danger  of  confusion 
in  the  two  drugs  mentioned  in  the  manufacturers'  letter  is  quite  different, 
being  in  fact  none  other  than  the  danger  created  by  bad  handwriting.  The 
two  drugs  referred  to  as  a  possible  source  of  confusion  are  only  two  of 
many  which  have  cropped  up  in  recent  years,  and  one  would  hope  that  the 
precautionary  measures  taken  by  the  manufacturers  to  put  pharmacists  on 
their  guard  have  also  been  extended  to  the  medical  profession,  for  that  is 
the  point  at  which  the  danger  really  arises.  One  such,  only  a  few  days 
ago,  caused  trouble  and  delay  before  verification  was  forthcoming  for,  of 
course,  the  physician  in  general  practice  is  mobile  and  quite  inaccessible 
for  a  good  part  of  the  day.  The  more  the  prescription  was  studied,  the 
more  did  the  correct  solution  of  the  problem  appear  to  be  that  which,  in 
fact,  it  was  not,  and  in  the  particular  case  the  directions  proved  to  be  not 
only  unhelpful  but  quite  misleading.  The  pharmacist  has  long  prided  him- 
self on  his  ability  to  decipher  the  most  execrable  hand,  but  in  other  days 
there  were  sundry  clues  which  helped  enormously.  There  was  a  pattern  in 
the  prescribing  of,  say,  a  cough  mixture,  and  the  recognition  of  three  or 
four  ingredients  would  lead  one  unerringly  to  the  solving  of  the  problem. 
Such  ability  was  the  result  of  knowledge  and  experience.  There  is  today  no 
such  well-worn  path.  Bad  handwriting  is  an  irritation  and  a  time-waster, 
and  there  is  no  excuse  for  it. 

Bargain  basement 

I  note  that  we  appear  to  have  entered  another  cycle  of  what  may  be 
termed  "  bargain  basement  "  salesmanship,  in  which  tooth-pastes  and  shav- 
ing creams,  soaps  and  shampoos,  are  offered  to  the  public  with  a  large 
"  3d.  off  "  legend  displayed  on  their  outer  wrappings.  There  are  also,  in 
competition  with  the  manufacturers  of  breakfast  cereals,  all  sorts  of  won- 
derful things  to  be  obtained  for  additional  outlay  (plus  one  or  two  empty 
cartons)  ranging  from  a  space  suit  to  a  trip  to  Mars.  I  am  quite  prepared 
to  believe  that  such  methods  have  their  commercial  advantages  for  the 
manufacturers  concerned,  though  increasingly  I  meet  resistance  in  the  shape 
of  the  question :  "  Why  can't  they  just  reduce  the  price?  "  I  found  much 
of  interest  in  the  report  (p.  182)  of  the  annual  conference  of  retail  distribu- 
tive trades  executives.  "  Retailers,"  I  read,  "  should  constantly  ask  them- 
selves whether  holding  a  large  variety  of  miscellaneous  items  was  worth 
while."  I  imagine  that  no  retail  business  is  quite  so  burdened  as  pharmacy 
in  that  particular  field,  for  the  variety  of  products  is  astronomical  in  total. 
Yet  the  small  pharmacy  attempts  to  meet  the  occasional  demand  for  items 
that  are  so  rarely  asked  for  as  to  be  financially  a  most  doubtful  investment. 
The  speaker  (Professor  R.  W.  Revans)  also  gave  the  startling  information 
that  "  in  some  businesses  a  small  percentage  (perhaps  as  low  as  1|  per  cent.) 
of  items  stocked  accounted  for  50  per  cent,  of  all  purchases." 

Top  men 

A  report  on  p.  182  informs  us  that  a  firm  of  razor  manufacturers  has 
been  inquiring  into  the  shaving  habits  of  2,000  of  Britain's  managing  direc- 
tors and  senior  executives,  to  find  that  75  per  cent,  of  them  did  not  own 
electric  shavers.  There  is  no  suggestion  that  the  "  top  men,"  as  they  are 
described,  reached  the  dizzy  heights  because  of  their  predilection  for  a  wet 
shave,  but  one  feels  that  same  conclusions  should  be  drawn  from  the 
figures.  There  is  no  mention  of  bearded  executives  or  managing  directors. 
Figures  can  be  so  uninformative  at  times.

The  annual  salaries  of  pharmacist 
managers  and  manageresses  will  be  de- 
termined by  the  total  retail  turnover 
(including  National  Health  Service  dis- 
pensing) for  the  last  completed  trading 
year.  Where  businesses  have  more  than 
one  department,  the  turnover  allocation 
between  the  department  managed  by 
a  pharmacist  and  any  other  depart- 
ment^) "  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
accepted  practice"  or  as  agreed  between 
the  pharmacist  and  the  employer.  The 
annual  salary  of  a  pharmacist  manager 
(or  manageress)  in  businesses  with  a 
weekly  turnover  of  less  than  £200  shall 
be  as  agreed  between  the  employer  and 
the  manager,  provided  it  is  not  less  than 


the  relevant  rate  for  ordinary  pharma- 
cist employees. 

Salaries  and  conditions  of  employ- 
ment of  pharmacists  over  sixty-five 
years  of  age,  who  are  not  managers, 
may  be  as  agreed  with  the  employer. 

Conditions  of  Employment 

The  salary  scales  are  based  on  a 
normal  working  week  of  not  more  than 
forty-four  hours  (exclusive  of  meal 
times).  Overtime  is  to  be  paid  at  the 
rate  of  time-and-a-quarter  for  the  first 
four  hours  and  time-and-a-half  after 
that.  "  Special  time  "  will  be  remunera- 
ted as  follows:  Customary  holidays 
and  Sundays,  double-time  for  all  hours 
worked;  weekly  short  day,  time-and-a- 
half  for  all  hours  beyond  1.30  p.m. 
Special  time  must  be  paid  whether  the 
normal  week  is  worked,  provided  it 
does  not  rank  as  overtime.  Overtime 
rates  are  payable  only  if  the  overtime 
is  specifically  authorised  (in  writing)  by 
the  employer  or  representative. 

No  overtime  or  special  time  is  to 
be  paid  for  rota  duties,  for  which  the 
following  payments  will  be  made  to 
pharmacists:  Weekdays,  7s.  6d.  per 
hour:  Sundays,  half-days  and  holidays, 
15s.  per  hour. 

Annual  Holidays 

In  addition  to  bank  and  public  holi- 
days, fully  paid  annual  holidays  are 
required  to  be  granted  during  the  holi- 
day season  (April  1  to  October  31),  on 
a  basis  of  one  working  day  for  each 
complete  month  of  continuous  service 
up  to  March  31 — subject  to  a  maximum 
of  twelve  days. 

Where  local  customary  holidays  are 
observed,  not  more  than  two  may  be 
counted  as  part  of  the  annual  holiday. 

Pharmacists  leaving  after  a  term  of 
employment  for  which  they  have  not 
received  a  holiday  (unless  dismissed  for 
misconduct)  are  entitled  to  any  annual 
holidays  accruing  or  (at  the  employer's 
option)  one  day's  pay  for  each  qualify- 
ing month  of  service. 

Sickness  Payments 

Subject  to  the  production  of  a  medi- 
cal certificate  (if  required  by  the  em- 
ployer), pharmacists  absent  because  of 
sickness,  accident  or  disablement  (not 
arising  from  misconduct)  are  entitled 
to  payment  for  up  to  eighteen  days  in 
a  year,  after  completing  six  months' 
continuous  service.  After  five  years' 
service  they  are  eligible  for  up  to  thirty- 
six  days'  payment  in  a  year,  at  not  less 
than  the  appropriate  minimum  rate  of 
remuneration.  No  deductions  are  to  be 
made  for  the  first  three  days  of  any 
such  absence. 

For  any  days  of  incapacity  to  work 
for  which  an  employee  is  entitled  to 
injury  benefit  under  the  National  In- 
surance (Industrial  Injuries)  Act,  1946, 
the  deduction  from  the  minimum  re- 
muneration rate  is  97s.  6d.  per  week. 
Where  benefit  cannot  be  claimed,  the 
deduction  is  at  the  rate  of  39s.  per 
week  for  married  women  supported  by 
their  husbands,  and  of  57s.  6d.  for 
others.  There  is  no  entitlement  to  pay- 


ment during  absence  through  an  acci- 
dent for  which  damages  are  awarded, 
or  where  the  accident  occurred  while 
working  for  another  employer. 

Nothing  in  the  agreement  is  to  be 
taken  to  prejudice  higher  rates  or  better 
conditions  in  existence  on  March  4. 

Comments  on  the  Agreement 

Mr.  J.  Wright  (secretary,  Employers' 
Side)  writes:  In  framing  their  propo- 
sals, the  Employers'  Side  was  concerned 
that  the  salary  scales  should  be  realistic. 
Criticism  of  earlier  agreements  has  been 
expressed  on  the  ground  that  the  salary 
scales  for  pharmacists  were  not  reason- 
ably related  to  salaries  actually  being 
paid.  The  new  Agreement  is  the  result 
of  an  entirely  fresh  approach. 

Mr.  T.  Malloy  (secretary,  Trade 
Unions'  Side)  writes:  The  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Employees  has  for  a 
number  of  years  been  critical  of  the 
salary  scales  contained  in  the  former 
J. I.C.  agreement.  The  new  agreement 
represents  the  outcome  of  extended 
negotiations  and,  whilst  the  rates  finally 
emerging  from  the  negotiations  fall 
short  of  the  proposals  advanced  by  the 
trade  unions'  side,  it  is  nevertheless  re- 
cognised that  the  new  scales  represent 
a  material  forward  move  and  a  marked 
improvement  on  previous  J.I.C.  rates. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Beanland  (chairman, 
Salaried  Pharmacists'  Association) 
writes :  The  "  entirely  fresh  approach  " 
that  the  N.P.U.  claims,  falls  far  short 
of  what  is  needed.  I  welcome  the 
change  from  a  weekly  wage  to  an 
annual  salary,  the  scrapping  of  pro- 
vincial "A"  and  "  B "  rates,  and  the 
raising  of  the  maximum  rating  value 
to  an  average  weekly  sale  of  £1,000.  I 
deplore  the  refusal  of  the  management 
side  to  make  the  scales  realistic,  the 
acceptance  of  the  new  scale  by  the 
staff  side,  which  I  understand  they 
have  given  against  the  urgent  advice 
of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  and 
the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation. 
I  would  pose  the  following  questions: 
(1)  How  far  do  N.P.U.  members  accept 
this  attitude  of  their  Executive?  (2) 
How  can  the  Company  Chemists'  As- 
sociation condone  a  scale  well  below 
their  own?  and  (3)  Did  the  unqualified 
members  of  the  trade-union  side  take 
part  in  discussing  and  agreeing  salaries 
of  pharmacists?  Both  sides  are  guilty 
of  early  1950  thinking  in  1963.  All 
pharmacists  must  publicly  repudiate  the 
present  N. J.I.C.

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


THE  Government  was  asked  by  Lord 
Crook  in  the  House  of  Lords  on 
February  14  if  a  minimum  limit  of  age 
was  proposed  for  directors  under  the 
Companies  Act.  Lord  Derwent  said 
that  the  question  of  directors'  qualifi- 
cations was  one  of  the  matters  under 
consideration  at  the  moment  in  con- 
nection with  the  report  of  the  Law 
Committee. 

Bronchitis 

Mr.  L.  Pavitt  during  an  adjourn- 
ment debate  drew  attention  to  the 
appalling  impact  of  bronchitis  on  the 
health  of  the  nation.  He  suggested 
that  the  size  of  the  problem  warran- 
ted the  special  attention  of  the  Mini- 
ster of  Health.  During  the  past  ten 
years  75  to  80  people  had  died  every 
day  because  of  the  disease.  In  com- 
parison road  deaths  were  16  per  day. 
Roughly  speaking,  for  every  three 
deaths  in  America  from  bronchitis 
there  were  four  in  France  and  90  in 
England  and  Wales.  No  less  than  29 
million  working  days  were  lost  per 
year  from  that  disease  alone.  There 
were  many  resources  that  had  become 
available  now  that  tuberculosis  had 
been  defeated  and  Mr.  Pavitt  asked 
that  they  should  be  mobilised  to 
tackle  the  bronchitis  problem.  Mr. 
Bernard  Braine  (Joint  Parliamentary 
Secretary,  Ministry  of  Health)  declared 
there  was  no  short  cut  to  the  preven- 
tion of  bronchitis  and  no  specific  that 
would  confer  immunity.  The  best  way 
of  controlling  and  preventing  the 
disease  was  in  the  reduction  of  atmo- 
spheric pollution  and  cigarette  smoking. 

Phthalic  Anhydride 

Mr.  A.  F.  Holt  asked  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  February  12 
if  he  would  use  his  powers  to  provide 
for  drawback  on  the  export  of  goods 
containing  phthalic  anhydride  on  which 
anti- dumping  duties  had  been  paid. 
Mr.  A.  Green  (Minister  of  State,  Board 
of  Trade)  said  that  no  application  for 
drawback  had  been  made.  "  If  it  is.  it 
will  be  considered." 

Thalidomide 

Answering  Mr.  T.  Driberg  on  Feb- 
ruary 18,  Mr.  Enoch  Powell  (Minister 
of  Health)  said  that  a  maximum  of 
349  babies  were  now  known  to  have 
been  born  in  England  and  Wales  with  de- 
formities attributable  to  the  use  of  thali- 
domide during  the  pregnancy  of  their 
mothers;  267  of  them  survived.  Seven 
of  these,  of  whom  six  survived,  had 
been  born  since  the  end  of  August  1 962. 
Mr.  Elwyn  Jones  asked  if  the  drug 
was  still  available,  and  Mr.  Powell  re- 
plied: "  I  believe  that  at  the  moment  it 
is  not  available,  but  I  would  rather 
answer  that  as  a  formal  question." 

Fowl  Pest  Vaccine 

In  reply  to  questions  by  Sir  Anthony 
Hurd  and  Mr.  A.  V.  Hilton,  on  Feb. 
ruary  18,  about  the  use  of  approved 
vaccine  against  fowl  pest,  Mr.  Chris- 
topher Soames  (Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries  and  Food)  said  that 
since  November  5.  1962,  the  Ministry 
had  sold  some  32  million  doses  of  sub- 
sidised vaccine  purchased  at  a  cost  of 


approximately  £170,000  and  re-sold  to 
poultry-keepers  at  just  under  id.  per 
dose  for  about  £64,000.  It  was  esti- 
mated that  not  more  than  about  10  per 
cent,  of  poultry- keepers  in  England  and 
Wales  had  applied  for  vaccine,  and  that 
protection  had  been  given  to  not  more 
than  about  one-quarter  of  the  turnover 
of  poultry  in  the  country  during  that 
period.  It  was  vital  that  many  more 
birds  must  be  vaccinated  in  the  next  six 
weeks  if  the  risk  of  a  serious  spread  of 
disease  was  to  be  avoided  when  the 
slaughter  policy  came  to  an  end  on 
March  31. 

Purchase  Tax  Losses 

In  the  House  of  Lords  on  February 
19,  Lord  Saltoun  asked  if  the  smaller 
retailers  did  not  have  to  bear  losses 
when  purchase  tax  was  reduced: 
whether  the  Government  would  con- 
sider giving  some  notice  to  the  public 
when  reductions  were  contemplated: 
"  whether  they  contemplate  any  other 
remedy;  or  whether  they  consider  that 
this  class  of  the  community  is  that  best 
fitted  to  bear  the  burden  of  their  gen- 
erosity to  the  public." 

In  reply  the  Minister  of  State,  Board 
of  Trade,  (Lord  Derwent)  said  that 
the  first  part  of  the  question  was  con- 
sidered by  an  independent  Committee 
appointed  as  long  ago  as  1952  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Sir  Maurice  Hut- 
ton.  The  Committee  were  not  able  to 
find  a  comprehensive  answer  to  it;  nor, 
"  I  am  afraid,  has  an  equitable,  prac- 
ticable or  commendable  one  emerged 
since,  although  this  question  is  kept 
under  constant  review.  As  to  the  sugges- 
tion of  advance  notice  being  given  of 
contemplated  reductions,  apart  from  the 
obvious  Budgetary  objections  this 
would  not  be  likely  to  be  effective, 
since  the  public  would  immediately 
upon  publication  cease  buying  the 
affected  goods  until  after  the  tax  change 
became  effective.  Any  immediate  loss 
borne  by  retailers  owing  to  a  reduction 
in  rates  of  tax  should,  in  general  at 
least,  be  offset  by  the  long-term  benefits 
to  trade  resulting  from  the  reductions." 

Lord  Saltoun  :  "  May  I  ask  whether 
the  Government  would  not  avoid  the 
objection  if  they  were  to  announce  some 
time,  something  like  a  year,  in  advance 
that  they  would  abolish  the  tax  and 
substitute  another  one?  The  public 
would  not  be  able  to  refrain  from  buy- 
ing over  so  long  a  period. 

Lord  Derwent  :  "  So  far  as  I  can 
see,  if  you  are  going  to  give  a  longer 
period  of  notice  of  alteration  in  tax,  it 
is  likely  even  more  to  affect  adversely 
the  trade  in  question." 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Injunction  Granted 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High 
Court,  London,  on  February  15,  Tho- 
mas Mams,  Ltd.,  Green  Lane,  Houns- 
low,  Middlesex,  were  granted  a  per- 
petual injunction  restraining  J.  Mindel, 
Ltd.,  Broad  Street  Place,  London. 
E.C.I,  from  selling  the  plaintiffs'  pro- 
ducts below  the  fixed  retail  prices.  Mr. 
Joseph  Dean,  for  Messrs;  Marns,  said 
they  manufactured  well-known  pharma- 


ceutical products,  including  Juno  Juni- 
pah  pills,  which  Messrs.  Mindel  had 
been  selling  below  list  price.  Respon- 
dents consented  to  the  injunction  and 
paid  costs  and  plantiffs'  waived  their 
claim  for  damages. 

"  Bent " 

Questioned  about  "  two  large  jars  of 
fourth  schedule  poison  tablets,"  a 
Hackney  dock  worker  told  the  police 
that  he  knew  they  were  "  bent,"  it  was 
stated  at  Old  Street  magistrates'  court 
on  February  13.  Brought  from  prison 
where  he  was  serving  a  two-months' 
sentence  imposed  on  January  30, 
Michael  Frank  Calvey,  159  Casland 
Road,  London,  E.9,  was  sentenced  to 
six  weeks  imprisonment  for  receiving 
a  jar  of  Dexedrine  tablets  and  a  jar  of 
Drinamyl  tablets  knowing  them  to  have 
been  stolen.  The  magistrate  announced 
the  sentences  would  run  concurrently 
with  the  sentence  Calvey  was  serving. 
It  was  stated  that  on  January  17 
police  officers  searched  his  home  and 
in  a  locked  suitcase  found  the  drugs, 
the  subject  of  the  charge.  On  January 
29  Calvey  was  shown  the  property — 
each  jar  contained  1,000  tablets — and 
told  where  it  had  been  found,  and  he 
said  '"  They  belong  to  a  fellow  from 
Brick  Lane.  I  don't  know  his  name. 
He  was  turned  over  by  the  law  and 
asked  me  to  look  after  them  for  him. 
I  knew  they  were  bent  or  he  would 
not  have  got  the  wind  up."  A  police 
officer  said  the  tablets  were  fourth 
schedule  poisons  and  could  only  be 
obtained  on  a  doctor's  prescription. 
Calvey  had  nothing  to  say  beyond 
entering  his  "  guilty  "  plea.

— A  new  speciality  Paedo-sed,  produced 
by  Fletcher,  Fletcher  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Vi- 
brona  Laboratories,  Holloway,  London, 
N.7,  is  a  sedative  and  analgesic  "  for 
the  ailing,  feverish  baby  and  for  relief 
of  pain  and  unrest  in  children."  Each 
5-mils  of  the  product  contains  120  mgm. 
of  dichloralphenazone  and  100  mgm. 
of  paracetamol.  Paedo-sed  is  available 
in  carton  containing  twelve  5-mil

Antihypertensive  "Duo."  —  A  new 

speciality  Enduronyl  of  Abbott  Lab- 
oratories, Ltd.,  Queenborough,  Kent, 
combines  Enduron  (methylclothiazide, 
Abbott)  and  Harmonyl  (deserpidine, 
Abbott).

wound  cavities  and  body  spaces.  Poly- 
bactrin soluble  is  available  in  vial  con- 
taining 1,000  units  of  bacitracin  base; 
20,000  units  of  polymyxin-B  sulphate; 
and  20  mgm.  of  neomycin  sulphate  (as 
base)  with  one  10-mil  ampoule  of  phy- 
siological saline. 

Non-mercurial  Oral  Diuretic.  —  Le- 
derle  Laboratories  division  of  Cyan- 
amid  of  Great  Britain,  Ltd.,  Bush 
House,  Aldwych,  London,  W.C.2,  an- 
nounce the  introduction  of  a  new  spe- 
ciality Aquamox  quinethazone,  a  non- 
mercurial  oral  diuretic.  The  compound 
is  a  quinazoline  derivative  in  which  a 
cyclic  carbamyl  group  replaces  the 
cyclic  sulphamyl  group  of  the  benzo- 
thiadiazines.  Aquamox  is  understood  to 
produce  urinary  excretion  of  sodium 
and  chloride  in  approximately  equal 
amounts;  potassium  is  excreted  to  a 
much  lesser  degree.  The  product  acts 
rapidly,  diuresis  beginning  within  two 
hours  of  administration,  reaching  a 
maximum  at  six  hours  and  lasting  for 
18-24  hours.

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Retailing  Practice  on  the  Continent 

DISCUSSION  AT  A  MANAGEMENT  CONFERENCE 


IF  the  best  British  quality  of  manage- 
ment could  be  allied  to  the  "  more 
inspired "  Continental  approach  to 
merchandise  and  other  problems,  then 
the  standard  of  retail  practice  would 
be  raised  to  levels  yet  unknown,  said 
Dr.  J.  Baxter  (Comart  Research, 
Ltd.),  at  a  British  Institute  of  Man- 
agement conference  held  at  Leaming- 
ton Spa,  February  12-13. 

"  Small-scale  and  Human  " 

Dr.  Baxter  was  speaking  as  a  con- 
sultant  on   "  What   British  Retailers 
Can  Learn   from  Continental  Retail 
Practice."  He  pointed  out  that  retail- 
ing in  Europe  was  still  a  small-scale 
and  human   occupation  and,  though 
the  concentration  of  trade  into  larger 
organisations  had  been  carried  further 
in  the  United  Kingdom  than  in  any 
other  European  country,  that  was  also 
still  true  for  the  United  Kingdom.  In 
1960  rather  more  than  58  per  cent,  of 
retailing  was  estimated  to  have  been 
carried   out  by   independent  traders, 
against  rather  more  than  25  per  cent, 
by  multiple  shop   organisations  and 
department  stores  together,  and  11  per 
cent,  by  the  Co-operative  movement. 
In  the  rest  of  Europe  more  than  80 
per  cent,  of  retail  trade  was  still  in 
the  hands  of  independent  traders.  The 
position  was,  however,  not  static.  Dur- 
ing the  present  decade  the  picture  was 
expected  to  change  quickly,  with  con- 
centration   in    the    hands    of  larger 
organisations.     Dr.    Baxter  thought 
that  the  formation  of  European,  as 
opposed  to  national,  chains  would  be 
a  feature  of  the  next  ten  years.  As  the 
scale   and   complexity   of  operations 
grew  it  became  progressively  less  pos- 
sible for  any  individual  to  maintain 
personal  control.    Some  other  means 
of  control  had  to  be  developed  and 
established.     That  was  the  region  in 
which  he  had  found  practice  on  the 
Continent  to  be  ahead  of  practice  in 
Britain.    The    best    organisations  in 
Europe  tried  to  recruit  the  services  of 
the  best  intellects  available.     A  high 
degree  of  co-operation  existed  between 
the  centres  of  higher  education  and 
the  business  world.     It  was,  for  ex- 
ample, common  for  successful  men  in 
top  management  in  Sweden,  Belgium, 
the     Netherlands,     Switzerland  and 
other  countries  to  contribute  part  of 
their  time  to  helping  in  university  and 
higher  technical  education. 

The  use  of  the  techniques  of  statisti- 
cal, economic  and  operational  research 
were,  of  course,  well  known  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  were  applied  in 
many  fields  in  industry  and  commerce. 
But,  with  a  few  exceptions,  they  were 
not  properly  and  extensively  used  in 
retail  trade.  In  Europe,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  post-war  years  had  seen  big 
strides  in  the  development  of  such 
techniques  to  improve  the  efficiency 
and  profitability  of  retail  operations. 
In  two  fields  the  difference  between 
U.K  and  European  retailing  was  par- 
ticularly striking:  first  in  the  status  of 
research  within  the  individual  organi- 
sation; and  secondly  in  the  extent  to 


which  co-operative  research  was  car- 
ried out  with  other  retailers  and 
information  interchanged  to  enable 
interfirm  comparisons  to  be  made. 

The  speaker  described  the  work  car- 
ried out  by  the  research  department  of 
a  typical  European  retail  organisation. 
In  included  market  and  consumer  re- 
search, location  studies  supplying  in- 
formation on  the  conditions  in  any 
given  town  or  district,  comparison 
shopping,  motivation  research,  use  of 
equipment,  the  recording  of  operations 
within  a  store,  and  analysis  of  the 
pressure  on  sales  and  on  non-selling 
staffs.  Dr.  Baxter  was  certain  that  the 
mental  approach  to  problems  in 
Europe,  incorporating  as  it  did  full 
acceptance  of  the  need  of  research, 
had  contributed  largely  to  striking  ex- 
pansion and  improvements  in  retail 
trade.  It  was  important  to  realise  that 
in  all  countries  retail  trade  was  in  the 
middle  of  a  revolution  affecting  the 
type  of  store  or  selling  unit  to  be  used, 
the  methods  of  selling,  the  location  of 
shopping  facilities,  the  services  to  be 
offered  to  the  shopping  public,  ranges 
of  merchandise,  systems  of  control, 
and  many  other  facets  of  practice. 

Communicating  Decisions  to  Staffs 

J.  W.  Humble  (Urwick,  Orr  &  Part- 
ners,  Ltd.)  dealt,  as  a  management 
consultant,   with  the   subject   "  Com- 
munications—  the    Neglected  Skill." 
He  suggested  that  the  staff  of  a  retail 
business  were  "  both  its  precious  and 
most  neglected  resource."    A  number 
of  studies  had  revealed  an  astonishing 
ignorance    among    certain  employees 
about  aspects   of   their  employment, 
and  often  a  lack  of  information  given 
to  assistants  about  merchandise  and 
staff  policy.  One  survey  had  revealed 
a  wide  difference  between  what  sales- 
women considered  important  and  what 
the    managerial    staff    believed  their 
saleswomen  considered  important.  In 
the  matter  of  communications  between 
management  and  staff  the  objectives 
of  a  company,  department  or  indivi- 
dual should  be  clearly  defined.  Mr. 
Humble  asked  what  was  the  point  of 
a  person  "  working  hard  in  the  wrong 
direction,"  citing  a  case  in  which  a 
company  had  urged  its  representatives 
to  increase  turnover  and,  when  that 
had  been  done,  criticised  the  represen- 
tatives for  achieving  the  increase  by 
selling  the  less  profitable  goods.  Only 
then  was  it  brought  out  that  nobody 
had     informed     the  representatives 
which  were  the  highly  profitable  lines 
of  the  company. 

Five  common  management  sins  in 
communication  were  failure  to  pro- 
vide a  sound  organisation  structure; 
preoccupation  with  techniques  (a 
naive  belief  that  good  must  inevitably 
arise  from  the  introduction  of  staff 
councils;  notice  boards,  magazines, 
posters,  speech  training,  etc.);  too 
much  talking  and  not  enough  listen- 
ing; the  wrong  view  of  human  nature 
(the  will  to  work  being  harnessed  by 
more  than  money);  and  insincerity. 
How  many  managers  paid  lip  service 


to  good  communications  but  kept  in- 
formation to  themselves  because  it 
gave  them  a  feeling  of  enhanced 
power  and  status?  Mr.  Humble  said 
in  his  own  experience  a  significant 
failure  of  communication  between 
members  of  the  staff  brought  about  a 
hidden  drain  of  efficiency  and  profits. 

"  Figure  Sense,"  was  the  subject  of 
a  paper  by  Iain  Mackie,  C.A. 

"  Too    many    retailers,"    he  said, 
"  adhere  to  a  rigid  mark-up  and  look 
at  comparative  cost  prices  of  their 
merchandise.  It  is  the  selling  price  of 
merchandise  that  matters  —  the  price 
that  makes  goods  an  attractive  pur- 
chase for  customers."     Knowing  the 
selling  price,  it  must  be  the  objective 
to  buy  at  a  price  that  gave  sufficient 
margin    to    cover    requirements.  If 
goods  could  not  be  obtained  at  that 
price,  then  the  decision  must  be  taken 
whether  to  carry  them  in  stock.  At 
least  the  management  should  be  aware 
if  the  items  were  not  making  a  full 
contribution    to    profitability.  There 
were   generally,   he   maintained,  too 
many  small  variations  in  retail  selling 
prices,  for  example  it  was  not  un- 
common to  find  three  prices  within 
the  same  range  of  goods.    That  only 
confused   both   customers    and  staff. 
Assistants  found  it  hard  to  explain 
differences  of  price  between  similar 
items.     Suprisingly  few  organisations 
broke    down    expenses    into  depart- 
ments, and  far  too  many  retailers  re- 
lied on  sales  figures  only,  knowing 
nothing  of  the  rest  of  their  trading 
until  the  annual  accounts  were  pre- 
pared.   Under  modern  conditions  that 
was  not  enough.  Regular  information 
must    be    available    on  purchases, 
orders,  stock,  expenses,  financial  posi- 
tion  and   departmental  performance, 
both   of   staff   and   stockturn.  That 
might  seem  rather  a  tall  order,  but 
the  reports,  presented  in  a  form  cor- 
rectly designed  for  the  needs  of  the 
particular  company  need  not  be  over- 
complicated. Mr.  Mackie  also  made  a 
plea  for  a  change  from  the  traditional 
retail  practice  of  working  on  calendar 
months-.    Regular    four-week  periods 
offered,  despite  the  problem  of  the  odd 
day,  a  much  more  efficient  method  of 
breaking  down  the  financial  year,  par- 
ticularly where  each  day  had  a  differ- 
ent safes  pattern.  A  month  with  five 
Saturdays  was  not  directly  comparable 
with     another     having     only  four 
Saturdays. 

Stimulus  from  E J5.C. 

"  Retailing  in  the  Era  of  the  Com- 
mon Market(s) "  was  the  title  of  the 
contribution  by  Mr.  Ilmar  Roostal 
(Imarco,  A.G.,  Zurich  and  Stockholm). 
He  said  the  enormous  interest  that  had 
developed  in  European  retailing  had 
not  been  envisaged  by  many  people 
when  the  E.E.C.  was  first  discussed. 
Now  the  interest  was  tremendous  and 
likely  to  expand.  There  was  more  opti- 
mism concerning  the  future,  and  that 
had  resulted  in  more  long-term  plan- 
ning, which  in  itself  kept  markets  going. 
There  was  also  an  interest  in  what  was 
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happening  abroad,  and  a  desire  to 
utilise  overseas  opportunities  by  the  ex- 
port of  know-how  and  capital. 

Large  manufacturers  in  the  United 
States  had  made  considerable  invest- 
ments within  E.E.C.  but  American  re- 
tail organisations  knew  less  about 
Europe  than  the  large  manufacturers. 
Retailing  was  one  of  the  areas  about 
which  information  was  scanty,  but  that 
situation  was  changing,  and  the  list  of 
planned  investment  in  retailing  was  in- 
creasing. Through  international  tourism 
the  consumer  as  well  as  the  business 
man  was  becoming  interested  in  other 
countries,  but  on  the  whole  most  Euro- 
pean stores  did  not  realise  the  travel- 
lers' potential. 

Expansion  Potentialities 

Economic  expansion  of  the  Continen- 
tal countries  had  caused  retailing  turn- 
over to  rise  rapidly  and,  although 
future  expansion  was  expected  to  slow 
down  to  around  4  per  cent,  annually, 
that  gave  considerable  scope,  a  fact 
underlined  by  the  growth  of  popula- 
tion in  Western  Europe. 

In  1955  there  were  more  than  4  mil- 
lion retail  establishments  in  Western 
Europe,  employing  about  11  million 
persons.  That  figure  left  out  service 
retailers  such  as  hotels,  restaurants, 
hairdressers,  laundries,  etc.  Of  the  4 
million  outlets  more  than  half  were  in 
the  Southern  countries  (including  Aus- 
tria and  Ireland).  They  accounted  for 
about  half  of  the  total  population,  but 
for  only  35  per  cent,  of  production  and 
35-40  per  cent,  of  retail  sales.  The 
labour  force  engaged  in  retailing  had 
risen  to  10  per  cent,  of  the  total  labour 
force  in  the  Northern  countries  as 
against  5  per  cent,  in  the  South.  In  the 
United  States  there  was  one  establish- 
ment per  150  head  of  population,  with 
an  average  of  six  people  employed  per 
establishment.  In  Europe  the  average 
was  one  retail  establishment  per  70-80 
people,  each  employing  about  three 
persons.  During  1960  90,000  Co-opera- 
tive outlets  accounted  for  5-7  per  cent, 
of  ihe  total  in  Western  Europe;  they 
employed  500,000  persons.  The  Co- 
operative movement  in  the  United 
Kingdom  accounted  for  nearly  half  of 
the  total  Co-operative  sales  in  the  whole 
of  Western  Europe  and  it  was  therefore 
evident  that  that  type  of  trading  played 
a  much  more  limited  role  in  many 
European  countries.  Mr.  Roostal  did 
not  think  that  the  Co-operative  society 
would  make  impressive  advances  in 
international  retailing  during  the  1960's. 

They  are  not  sufficiently  flexible,  and 
they  are  still  concentrating  mainly  on 
food  business." 

During  1960  there  were  in  Western 
Europe  115,000  private  multiple  stores 
employing  850,000  persons.  Mr.  Roos- 
tal believed  that  private  multiples  had 
the  opportunity  to  double,  or  more  than 
double,  their  share  in  European  retail- 
ing during  the  next  decade.  During  1 960 
the  multiples  secured  26  per  cent,  of 
total  sales  in  the  United  Kingdom  but 
only  12  per  cent,  in  Switzerland,  9  per 
cent,  in  France  and  Holland,  8  per  cent, 
in  Germany,  7  per  cent,  in  Ireland  and 
Sweden,  and  6  per  cent,  in  Belgium. 
The  number  of  departmental  stores  and 
their  sales  volume  was  difficult  to  esti- 
mate, because  of  problems  of  definition 
and  overlapping  with  variety  stores, 


mail  order  houses,  etc.  It  had  been 
estimated  that,  in  1960,  about  700  de- 
partment stores,  employing  about 
350,000  persons,  were  responsible  for 
nearly  4  per  cent,  of  total  European 
retail  sales.  Of  the  700  nearly  100  had 
selling  space  of  100.000  sq.  ft.  or  more, 
and  ten  or  so  had  250,000  sq.  ft.  or 
more. 

The  most  spectacular  change  in  Euro- 
pean retailing  had  been  the  introduc- 
tion of  self-service  stores.  Ten  years 
ago  only  3,000  such  shops  were  in  op- 
eration, against  more  than  75,000  at 
present. 

Information  on  European  discount 
houses  and  stores  was  scanty.  The  de- 
partment stores  in  America,  where  there 
were  about  3.000  in  operation,  had  lost 
about  one-third  of  their  business  to 
discount  stores  within  a  period  of  three 
years.  In  Western  Germany  2-3,000 
discount  stores  were  said  to  be  in  oper- 


ation, but  Mr.  Roostal  thought  that 
only  one  appeared  to  be  a  true  discount 
store,  with  a  sales  area  approximately 
100,000  sq.  ft.  He  thought  discount 
stores  would  increase,  though  they 
might  experience  initial  difficulties. 
Great  challenges  and  opportunities,  he 
declared,  existed  in  Europe  for  inter- 
national retailing  ventures.  Opportuni- 
ties for  United  Kingdom  companies 
were  excellent  because  of  the  well- 
developed  multiple  organisations  operat- 
ing in  various  branches  of  trade,  and 
because  of  Britain's  excellent  financial 
and  other  auxiliary  services.  There  was 
no  doubt  that  supply  sources  were 
going  to  be  "  internationalised "  fur- 
ther, but  there  was  a  shortage  of  mana- 
gers who  could  act  in  a  planned  and 
integrated  way.  There  was  an  even 
greater  shortage  of  people  who  could 
manage  operations  in  several  countries, 
but  that  was  a  problem  to  be  overcome. 


NEW  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES  LEGISLATION 

Executives  discuss  Bill's  provisions 


A  ONE-DAY  conference  organised  by 
the  Industrial  Welfare  Society  on  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Bill  was  held  in  London  on  February 
14,  when  employers  and  their  represent- 
atives were  given  the  opportunity  to 
discuss  its  provisions  and  implications. 

First  speaker  was  Dr.  Alan  Robin- 
son (assistant  medical  officer,  City  of 
London  Corporation),  who  gave  the  re- 
sults of  a  working-conditions  survey  he 
had  recently  completed  in  London 
offices.  His  inquiries  had  covered  en- 
vironmental (space,  lighting,  ventilation, 
etc.)  aspects  and  social  considerations 
(meal  facilities,  cloakrooms  and  medi- 
cal cover).  Half  the  premises  he  had 
visited  had  been  built  in  the  nineteenth 
century,  and  only  13  per  cent,  had 
been  built  after  1935.  The  Victorian 
buildings  he  had  found  to  be  generally 
gloomy,  and  there  had  been  little 
attempt  to  brighten  them.  Only  25  per 
cent,  of  companies  he  had  visited  pro- 
vided any  sort  of  medical  care  for 
employees  (though  75  per  cent,  had  a 
first-aid  box);  61  per  cent,  of  offices 
had  to  share  lavatory  accommodation, 
the  quality  of  which  "  varied  with  the 
age  of  the  building."  Canteens  were 
provided  in  6  per  cent,  of  offices;  cook- 
ing facilities  in  10  per  cent;  84  per  cent, 
gave  luncheon  vouchers  to  staffs.  The 
provision  of  tea,  however,  was  "  almost 
universal." 

Inadequate  Lighting 

Dr.  Robinson  suggested  that  a  suit- 
able estimate  of  the  space  to  be  allo- 
cated for  each  person  should  be  600  cu. 
ft.,  of  the  offices  visited  73  per  cent, 
provided  such  space  or  more.  On  the 
other  hand  he  considered  most  offices 
"  very  badly  lighted  indeed  "—90  to  95 
per  cent,  being  deficient  in  artificial 
light  when  set  against  the  recommended 
optimum  of  30  lumens  per  sq.  ft.  On 
ventilation  his  conclusion  had  been 
that  most  workers  appeared  to  prefer 
warmth  to  fresh  air. 

He  had  been  able  to  categorise  the 
"  character  "  of  the  offices  he  had  visi- 
ted into  five  grades.  Only  3  per  cent, 
had  qualified  for  inclusion  in  the  first 
("  furnished  with  taste  and  discretion  "). 
Grade  2  ("  smaller  but  still  pleasing  ") 


accounted  for  27  per  cent.  The  majority 
(53  per  cent.)  composed  the  third  grade, 
"dull,  drab,  featureless";  and  of  the 
remainder,  17  per  cent,  were  in  grade 
4  ("  bad  ")  and  2  per  cent,  in  grade  5 
("  truly  dreadful  "). 

The  second  speaker,  Mr.  M.  W. 
Smart  (principal,  Ministry  of  Labour), 
outlined  the  probable  requirements  of 
the  Act  (see  C.  &  D.,  November  10, 
1962,  p.  509). 

Premises  Covered  by  the  Act 

The  definition  of  "  shop  premises  " 
(clause  3)  included  all  establishments 
that  meant  "  a  shop "  to  the  public. 
Principal  exceptions  were  premises  in 
which  all  the  employees  were  close  re- 
latives of  the  employer;  in  which  the 
time  worked  did  not  normally  exceed 
twenty-one  hours  during  the  week;  and 
of  self-employed  workers.  The  provi- 
sions regarding  overcrowding  had  at- 
tracted most  public  attention,  and  the 
new  Act  would  forbid  such  overcrowd- 
ing in  shops  and  offices  as  could  cause 
"  risk  of  injury  to  the  health  of  persons 
working  therein."  It  also  required  the 
provision  of  not  less  than  the  equiva- 
lent of  40  sq.  ft.  of  floor  space  for  each 
staff  member.  Effective  provision  for 
securing  and  maintaining  "  a  reasonable 
temperature"  of  not  less  than  60°  F. 
(centigrade  equivalent  might  be  adopted 
as  an  amendment)  was  another  require- 
ment, as  was  the  display  of  a  thermo- 
meter that  could  be  easily  seen 
by  employees. 

The  general  requirements  of  the  Act 
would  be  specified  by  the  Minister  in 
regulations. 

Other  clauses  dealt  with  lighting,  ven- 
tilation, and  the  provision,  cleaning  and 
maintenance  of  "  conveniently  acces- 
sible "  sanitary  conveniences  (regula- 
tions could  provide  for  separate  accom- 
modation for  each  sex),  washing 
facilities  including  running  hot  and  cold 
(or  warm)  water,  soap,  towels  or  "  other 
suitable  means  of  cleaning  or  drying." 

Safety  provisions  ranged  from  the 
potential  hazards  of  exposed  machinery 
(by  requiring  fencing),  to  floors,  pas- 
sages and  stairs  (which  were  required  to 
be  "  kept  free  from  obstruction  and 
from  any  substance  likely  to  cause  per- 
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sons  to  slip ").  There  was  a  general 
prohibition  against  lifting  heavy 
weights,  and  the  provision  of  a  first-aid 
box  would  become  obligatory.  Respon- 
sibility for  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions would  generally  rest  with  the 
occupier,  the  owner  being  responsible 
for  the  "  common  parts." 

Exemptions 

The  Minister  and  enforcing  authori- 
ties were  empowered  to  grant  exemp- 
tions from  all  or  any  of  the  require- 
ments in  circumstances  where  it  was 
considered  "  unreasonable "  to  exact 
compliance  (Mr.  Smart  instanced  '"  little 
village  shops ").  Appeals  against  grie- 
vances could  be  made  to  magistrates' 
courts.  As  recommended  by  the  Gowers 
Committee,  the  Government  had  de- 
cided that  responsibility  for  enforce- 
ment would  be  delegated  to  local  auth- 
orities. 

Discussion 

Asked  if  the  wording  in  the  definition 
of  "  shop  premises  "  ("  premises  occu- 
pied together  with  a  shop  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  trade  or  business  carried 
on  at  the  shop  shall  be  treated  as  form- 
ing part  of  the  shop  ")  was  an  indica- 
tion that  premises  combining  fac- 
tories or  workrooms  with  a  shop  (for 
example,  a  shoe-repair  shop)  would  be 
jointly  or  separately  controlled  under 
the  new  Act,  Mr.  Smart  said  he  did 
not  think  such  places  would  be  taken 
out  of  Factory  Acts  control.  Many  fine 
demarcation  lines  would  no  doubt  have 
to  be  decided  by  the  courts.  In  practice, 
however,  where  shop  and  factory  em- 
ployers were  working  side  by  side  they 
would  generally  be  dealt  with  by  the 
same  authority. 

Requested  to  elucidate  the  term 
"  conveniently  accessible  "  (in  clauses 
9,  10  and  11),  Mr.  Smart  said  he 
thought  it  would  be  clarified  in  the  re- 
gulations. 

Asked  if  the  Bill  would  debar  em- 
ployment in  basements  with  no  natural 
lighting,  Mr.  Smart  considered  that,  if 
a  basement  was  satisfactory  in  other 
respects,  no  objection  would  be  raised 
simply  because  it  was  below  ground. 
Briefing  rooms,  training  centres,  and 
projection  rooms  would  not,  he  thought, 
be  covered  by  the  Act  because  they 
were  not  places  of  habitual  employ- 
ment. The  fire  authorities  would  be  em- 
ployed to  make  appropriate  regulations 
as  to  obstructions  in  passages. 

One  delegate  declared  that  it  was 
not  safe  to  assume  that  a  new  building, 
given  local  authority  planning  approval, 
would  automatically  conform  with  the 
new  standards.  Many  delegates  ex- 
pressed strong  preference  for  central 
Governmental  control,  but  Mr.  Smart 
pointed  out  that  the  courts  could  arbi- 
trate in  disputes  between  employers  and 
local  authorities;  there  was  no  provi- 
sion in  the  Bill  for  appeals  to  the  Min- 
istry of  Labour. 

When  asked  if,  in  a  building  employed 
predominantly  for  office  purposes,  all 
staff  (including  catering  and  mainten- 
ance) would  be  covered  by  the  Act,  the 
speaker  said  that  catering  staff  would 
be  so  controlled;  he  was  "  not  so  sure  " 
about  maintenance  staff. 

Another  questioner  pointed  out  that 
laboratory  workers  were  commonly  re- 


quired to  write  reports  at  their  work 
places.  Did  "  the  mere  act  of  writing  " 
turn  a  laboratory  into  an  office  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Bill?  The  reply  was 
"  Only  if  the  period  occupied  in  writing 
exceeds  twenty-one  hours  in  a  week."

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SOLID  Letters 


Their  use  on  facias  and  in  display 


MAURICE  L.  WARD 

(Managing  director,  Ward  &  Co.  [Letters],  Ltd.) 


CHANGING  shopfronts  in  the  years  since  the  1939-45 
war  have  made  it  obvious  that  the  public  are  becom- 
ing more  sign  and  letter  conscious.  One  of  the  factors 
in  that  development  has  been  the  advent  of  the  new  media 
in  advertising.  The  attention  of  the  public  has  been  more 
and  more  attracted  to  advertising  at  the  point  of  sale. 
Always,  of  course,  there  has  been  the  aim  to  promote  sales 
by  attractive  displays  of  wares.  It  is  now  increasingly  neces- 
sary for  the  goods  themselves,  and  their  setting,  to  have 
distinctive  eye  appeal.  That  begins  to  operate,  or  fails  to,  at 
the  shopfront,  and  it  is  now  appreciated  that  the  lettering 
at  that  point  should  be  of  a  kind  best  suited  to  the  type  of 
business,  style  of  premises,  environment,  etc.  Those  basic 
factors  have  led  the  trend  away  from  2-dimensional  painted 
facias  to  the  far  more  interesting  possibilities  of  "  solid 
letters."  Applied  to  the  facia,  and  having  depth  as  well  as 
height  and  width,  solid  letters  make  greater  impact  as  well 
as  allowing  more  flexibility  in  design. 

A  further  advance  on  the  3-dimensional  letter  has  been  the 
illuminated  facia,  using  either  neon  or  fluorescent  tubes  to 
produce  individually  illuminated  letters  or  completely  illu- 
minated panel  backgrounds.  The  variety  of  results  that  can  be 
achieved  by  such  means  is  almost  unlimited,  being  bound  only 
by  the  client's  tastes  and  wishes  or,  in  some  circumstances,  on 
the  depth  of  his  pocket.  To  get  the  most  effective  result  from 
available  resources  it  is  certainly  to  be  strongly  advised  that 
a  technical  representative  of  the  manufacturing  sign  company 
should  be  called  in  at  an  early  stage  to  discuss  ideas,  sug- 
gestions and  requirements,  whether  of  the  client  or  his 
architect.  The  field  of  available  signs  is  vast  and  varied,  and 
so  many  factors  can  influence  the  decision  that  the  advice 


and  recommendations  of  the  sign  manufacturer  are  in- 
valuable, showing  how  the  required  effect  can  be  obtained 
at  a  minimum  of  difficulty,  and  therefore  of  cost.  For  the 
same  reason  it  is  impossible  to  lay  down  hard  and  fast  rules 
in  advance  about  the  type  of  letter  to  be  used.  Common 
sense  and  eye  appeal  are  the  best  guides,  bearing  in  mind 
that  the  pleasing  appearance  of  a  set  of  letters  depends  as 
much  on  the  spacing  between  the  letters  as  upon  the  shape 
of  the  letters  themselves.  The  maker  of  letters  usually  gives 
further  assistance  in  the  form  of  a  scale  drawing  showing 
the  suggestions  for  the  particular  facia. 

The  method  of  fixing  the  letters  is  also  important.  The 
most  satisfactory  type  of  fixing  for  the  majority  of  applied 
letters  is  a  locator,  which  provides  the  letters  with  a  stand- 
off from  the  facia.  That  eliminates  the  risk  of  weather  stain- 
ing, which  almost  invariably  takes  the  freshness  from  the 
facia  when  the  letters  are  fitted  flush  to  the  background. 
Locator  fixings  also  allow  the  letters  to  be  easily  removed 
and  replaced  when  repainting  or  refacing  of  the  background 
becomes  necessary.  It  does  so  without  facilitating  any  un- 
authorised removal  of  the  fixed  letters.  A  manufacturer  of 
repute  provides  with  the  letters  for  this  type  of  fixing  a  full- 
size  fixing  template,  which  makes  the  fitting  operation  a 
simple  procedure  that  can  be  carried  out  by  non-specialist 
labour.  If  the  sign  presents  any  special  fixing  difficulties 
due  to  its  construction,  or  (which  is  more  likely)  to  the 
nature  of  the  background  to  which  it  is  to  be  affixed,  the 
representative  is  again  able  to  offer  advice.  In  that  situation, 
and  with  all  illuminated  signs,  the  fixing  should  be  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  supplier  or  authorised  contractor. 

Materials  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  required  "  solid  " 
letters  also  vary  widely.  For  example,  the  letters  can  be  cut 
from  sheet  plastic,  built  up  from  sheet  plastic  or  sheet 
metal,  cast  in  aluminium,  engraved  on  plastic  or  metals, 
fabricated  from  wood,  etc.  The  choice  also  depends  on  a 
variety  of  factors  on  which  the  technical  representative  can 
give  invaluable  help.  A  letter  to  the  manufacturer  giving  as 
many  details  as  possible,  such  as  length  and  height  of  facia, 
nature  of  background,  wording  required,  etc.,  will  bring  a 
drawing  from  the  manufacturer  showing  a  recommended 
layout,  with  an  estimate  for  the  work  to  alternative  speci- 
fications. 

"Purpose-made"  for  Preference 

What  has  so  far  been  stated  applies  to  the  exterior  of  the 
premises,  but  is  equally  applicable  to  the  smaller  signs  that 
may  be  needed  inside  the  building.  It  will  be  generally  held 
that  in  the  main  a  sign,  or  set  of  letters,  should  be  purpose- 
made  for  its  particular  role.  Founts  or  alphabets  of  letters 
should  be  purchased  only  if  the  call  is  for  a  notice  board 
to  feature  legends  that  need  to  be  changed  from  time  to 
time.  The  golden  rule — at  the  risk  of  wearisome  repetition 
— is  "  Call  in  a  specialist,  tell  him  the  effect  required,  and 
listen  to  his  advice."  No  charge  is  made  for  that  service  and 
almost  certainly  the  result  will  be  to  save  time,  trouble  and 
money.

A  new  pharmacy 
at  Bracknell,  Bucks 


IN  the  redevelopment  of  Bracknell's 
town  centre  H.  W.  Herbert,  Ltd., 
were  called  upon  to  transfer  one 
of  their  branch  pharmacies  to  new 
and  larger  premises  in  the  Broadway. 
To  attract  existing  and  new  customers 
to  the  21 -ft.  wide  shop  in  a  parade  of 
shops,  each  with  the  same  mosaic  sur- 
round and  each  under  a  common 
wooded-slat  canopy,  demanded  an  ex- 
citing and  imaginative  presentation. 
The  illustration  shows  that  to  have 
been  most  successfully  done  without 
sacrifice  of  the  dignity  and  profes- 
sional character  a  pharmacy  shopfront 
is  ideally  supposed  to  have.  Those 
characteristics  are  present  in  fact  in 
full  measure  in  a  contemporary  setting, 


the  keynotes  of  which  are  simplicity 
and  colour.  One  side  of  the  frontage 
has  been  given  slatted  melamined 
walnut  timbers  at  right  of  and  above 
a  pair  of  armour-plate  doors  with 
large  decorative  push  handles.  The 
doorway,  and  small  display  window 
inset  in  the  woodwork,  are  recessed 
slightly  from  the  line  of  the  open- 
fronted  window  that  makes  up  the 
slightly  wider  left-hand  side  of  the 
frontage.  Although  there  are  displays 
of  goods  upon  a  low  six-legged  table 
in  the  window,  vision  is  clear  into 
the  shop.  The  lobby  floor  is  of  light 
grey  terrazzo,  and  the  shop  floor  has  a 
pattern  of  broad  stripes  punctuated 
with  white  squares.

The  shopfront  glass  runs  full  height 
from  floor  to  ceiling  and  the  facia, 
bearing  the  word  CHEMIST,  is  set 
back,  behind  the  glass,  at  the  line  of 
the  doorway,  which  has  its  own  facia 
bearing  the  name  of  the  company. 
"  Concealed "  glazing  is  combined 
with  stainless  steel  glazing  rails  along 
the  base  of  the  window  and  doors. 
Glazing  studs  at  the  top  of  the  glass 
leave  an  air  gap  for  ventilation. 

Lettering  Contrasts 

The  main  facia  panel  is  composed  of 
white  textured  marble  brickettes.  The 
word  CHEMIST  is  made  up  of  free- 
standing metal  letters  stove  enamelled 
blue,  which  are  fitted  on  to  the  white 
panel  and  illuminated  from  above  by 
concealed  lighting — a  departure  from 
today's  most  prevalent  methods  of  facia 
lighting.  The  differently  styled  lettering 
of  the  company's  name,  which  has 
been  fret-cut  in  a  laminated  plastic 
panel,  is  backed  with  white  translu- 
cent plastic  illuminated  from  behind 
by  fluorescent  tubes — again  a  different 
treatment  from  the  usual.  On  the 
window  display  table  are  metal  stands 
with  glass  shelves. 

Myers  of  Old  Street,  "  The  Pharmacy 
Fitters,"  141  Old  Street,  London,  E.C.I, 
were  responsible  for  both  design  and 
installation  of  this  fine  new  pharmacy, 
which  has  already  made  its  contribu- 
tion to  advancing  the  trading  figures 
of  the  business  to  a  much  higher  level 
than  at  the  old  shop. 
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THE  new  pharmacy  of  Bannister 
&  Thatcher,  Ltd.,  at  The  Bridge, 
Walsall,  Staffs,  is  a  successful, 
indeed  distinguished  solution  to  two 
problems  that  have  often  confronted  a 
pharmaceutical  business  that  demands 
more  space  if  it  is  to  expand.  One  is 
to  transfer  from  an  existing  shop  to 
premises  next  door  (whether  to  trans- 
fer existing  fittings  or  have  new  ones). 
The  other  is  to  convert  two  smaller 
shops  into  one  larger  one. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  small 
illustrations,  the  two  shops  were 
sharply  contrasting  in  appearance. 
That  on  the  left  has  a  modernistic,  not 
to  say  jazzy  facia;  the  one  on  the 
right  is  at  once  more  restrained  and 
more  in  harmony  with  stonework  and 
border  surrounding  both  shops.

esign  for  a  more  spacious  INTERIOR 


A  new  design  that  retained,  but 
brought  up  to  date,  the  best  elements 
of  the  right  hand  shop,  was  put  for- 
ward by  Myers  of  Old  Street,  "  The 
Pharmacy  Fitters,"  London,  who  were 
commissioned  to  carry  out  the  work. 

The  chief  interest  and  importance  of 
the  design  lies  rather  in  the  interior, 
which  Messrs.  Myers  designed,  even 
to  the  electrical  installation,  flooring 
and  decoration — work  carried  out  by 
local  contractors. 

The  design  set  out  to  achieve  a 
combination  of  self-selection  and 
counter  service  enabling  easy  move- 
ment throughout  the  shop.  All  the 
wallcases,  constructed  in  polished  wal- 
nut, have  fully  adjustable  shelves, 
allowing  full  flexibility  for  displaying

the  varied  and  always  increasing  mer- 
chandise that  the  present-day  pharmacy 
has  to  carry.  A  comfortable  waiting 
seat  provides  for  customers  awaiting 
prescriptions.  Glass  sliding  doors  en- 
close the  cases  in  which  the  more  ex- 
pensive goods,  such  as  perfumes  and 
cosmetics,  are  stored  and  displayed. 
For  the  storage  of  small  items  there 
are  drawers  in  both  showcases  and 
counters.  The  counters,  some  with 
sliding  glass  doors  for  displaying  mer- 
chandise, have  a  shape  determined  by 
that  purpose.  The  actual  display  case 
is  wider  at  the  base  than  below,  giving 
a  slope  to  the  glass  front.  The  counter 
comes  forward  above,  giving  an  attrac- 


tive V-shaped  cross  section  to  the 
ends  of  the  cases.  The  counters  are 
on  legs  for  easy  cleaning  under,  and  the 
one  for  "patents  "  section  has  a  decor- 
ated panel  to  the  front  to  give  deeper 
storage  drawers  behind. 

Worded  pelmets  and  metal  letters 
identifying  the  goods  displayed  have 
been  inserted  into  and  over  the  tops 
of  the  wallcases,  and  special  emphasis 
has  been  given  to  the  word  prescrip- 
tions, sited  over  the  medicines  section 
and  attracting  customers  to  the  rear  of 
the  shop.  The  translucent  plastic  pel- 
mets are  illuminated  from  behind  by 
fluorescent  tubes,  which  also  light  the 
interiors  of  the  fittings. 

Echoing  the  v-shape  of  the  counters 
is  a  decorated  frieze  and  canopy  over 
the  wallcases,  converting  the  excep- 
tional ceiling  height  of  the  shop  into 
a  feature  of  advantage. 

The  new  dispensary  which  is  be- 
hind a  door  at  the  rear  of  the  sales 
area,  was  also  installed  by  Messrs. 
Myers.  One  of  its  features  is  a  step- 
type  tablet  unit  that  enables  the  com- 
plete range  of  tablets  to  be  stored 
compactly,  while  allowing  each  label 
to  be  seen  one  behind  another.  Label 
and  cork  drawers  are  of  special 
design.  There  is  a  stainless  steel  sink 
unit,  and  the  bench  tops  are  of  lami- 
nated plastic. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  illustration 
the  lighting  decor  has  been  given 
special  consideration.  The  suspended 
tungsten  lighting  provides  a  high  level 
of  light  in  a  highly  decorative  way. 
The  old  ceiling,  which  is  well  above 
the  "  light  line,"  is  painted  out  in  a 
dark  colour.  Flooring  matches  with 
both  fittings  and  wallpaper. 
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The  storage  of  goods  is  an  expensive  undertaking  and  shelving 
in  the  pharmacy  should  therefore  be  regarded  not  only  as  a 
means  of  increasing  storage  capacity  but  also,  where  possible, 
of  ensuring  rapid  turnover  of  goods  displayed.  The  types  of 
shelving  offered  by  various  manufacturers  are  outlined  below. 


Adjustable  Shelving  in  the  Shop 
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SHELVING,  so  far  as  its  use  in  re- 
tailing is  concerned,  may  be  divided 
into  two  categories :  for  display  and  for 
storage.  For  both  purposes,  but  especi- 
ally for  the  former,  shelves  that  may  be 
set  at  any  height,  and  changed  at  will, 
have  gained  in  popularity  over  "  fixed  " 
and  built-in  shelving.  Adjustable  shelv- 
ing may  be  further  subdivided  into 
systems  based  on  cantilever  brackets 
and  those  that  utilise  shelving  which  is 
supported  at  each  corner  by  the  up- 
rights. Cantilever  brackets  themselves 
come  in  variety,  some  at  a  single  hori- 
zontal setting,  and  others  that  can  be 
set  at  angles  to  support  shelves  sloped 
at  various  angles  for  display.  Materials 
also  vary.  Metal,  timber,  and  combina- 
tions of  both  are  all  in  use,  with  or 
without  glass  or  plastics. 

Adjustments  Without  Tools 

In  the  Chromesh  visual  merchandis- 
ing equipment  manufactured  by 
Chrome  Mesh  Equipment,  Ltd.,  Garth 
Road,  Lower  Morden,  Surrey,  free- 
standing shelves  are  supported  on  side 
panels  in  which,  at  If -in.  intervals, 
holes  are  drilled  along  the  front  and 
rear  edges.  The  method  provides  a 
wide  range  of  adjustability  to  suit  the 
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type  of  layout  and  merchandise,  and 
adjustments  are  effected  simply  by 
turning  a  simple  wing  nut  (no  spanner 
or  tools  required).  The  shelves  may  be 
up  to  4  ft.  in  length  and  from  10  to 
30  in.  in  depth,  and  the  number  may 
be  arranged  in  accordance  with  the 
merchandise  to  be  displayed.  Extremely 
heavy  loads  may  be  put  on  the  shelves, 
whose  height  may  be  varied  at  will. 
Bold  ticket  edging,  If  in.  deep,  ensures 
effective  pricing,  and  instant-fixing 
front  grilles  and  "  dividers "  enable 
goods  to  be  shown  at  maximum  ad- 
vantage, even  though  of  varying  shapes 
and  sizes.  Glass  "  binning  "  can  be 
adopted  to  give  maximum  display  to 
even  the  smallest  items.  The  Chromesh 
range  is  offered  in  a  variety  of  heights, 
including  3  ft.,  4  ft.  6  in.,  5  ft.  9  in., 
and  6  ft.  1  in.  The  system  also  includes 
provision  for  shelf  illumination. 

Interchangeable 

The  Counterpoint  system  offered  by 
Counterpoint  Store  Equipment,  Ltd., 
Rochford  Road,  Southend  -  on  -  Sea, 
Essex,  comprises  a  range  of  wall  shelv- 
ing in  units  3  ft.  6  in.  wide  that  are 
completely  free  standing  and  inter- 
changeable one  with  another.  The 
height  of  the  units  is  6  ft.  6  in.,  and 
the  depth,  at  cupboard  base,  is  1  ft. 
8  in.  Each  unit  consists  of  a  base  stor- 
age cupboard  either  3  ft.  or  2  ft.  high, 
above  which  are  three  shelves  (on  the 
3-ft.  unit  two  12-in.  and  one  9  in. 
wide;  on  the  2-ft.  unit  one  15  in.,  one 
12  in.  and  one  9  in.  wide).  All  the 
shelves  are  adjustable  in  height  every 
H  in.  and  interchangeable  throughout 
the  system.  The  units  are  finished  off 
at  the  top  with  a  further  shelf  to  whose 
front  edge  is  fitted  a  plain  black 
plastic-faced  pelmet.  An  illuminated  top 
shelf  or  canopy  can  be  provided. 
In  general,  units  with  a  base  3  ft.  high 
are  sited  behind  counters  at  which 
there  is  counter  service,  and  the  units 
2  ft.  high  are  used  on  walls  where 
self-selection  is  intended.  There  is,  how- 
ever, no  hard-and-fast  rule.  Base  units 
of  either  height  may  be  used  in  either 
position,  and  sections  from  a  run  of 
fittings  may  be  interchanged  one  with 
another,  either  at  the  time  of  installa- 
tion or  later  if  desired,  since  the  whole 
system  is  completely  interchangeable 
and  does  not  require  fixing  to  floor 
or  walls. 


Available  from  Eustace  and  Part- 
ners, Ltd.,  Alliance  Works,  Western 
Avenue,  London,  W.3,  is  a  range  of 
"  E-plan "  unit  shop  fittings.  Most  of 
the  units  are  5  ft.  in  length  and  avail- 
able in  standard  or  oak  finish.  So  far 
as  possible  they  are  supplied  "  knocked 
down "  to  effect  economy  in  delivery 
charges.  In  the  range  are  a  number  of 
wall  units  that  may  be  obtained  with 
or  without  a  canopy  assembly,  and 
with  blockboard  or  glass  shelves.  The 
brackets  are  rapidly  adjustable,  sliding 
in  the  uprights,  but  are  locked  squarely 
to  the  channel  by  the  twist  of  a  screw. 
Also  available  are  free-standing  units 
7  ft.  high  in  30-in.  modules  fitted  with 
an  18-in.  base  shelf  and  three  adjust- 
able shelves  (12,  14  or  16  in.)  all  in 
natural-finish  blockboard.  The  back 
panels  are  finished  in  white  melamine, 
and  the  shelving  bears  an  extruded 
aluminium  ticket  edge.  The  plinth  is  a 
black  plastic  panel  12  in.  high.  If  neces- 
sary, the  wall  units  may  be  provided 
with  low  counter  or  storage  cupboards. 

Closed  Shelving 

For  use  where  closed  shelving  is  re- 
quired, J.  M.  Goodwin,  45  Cleveland 
Drive,  Westcliff-on-Sea,  Essex,  have 
produced  a  number  of  modern  counters 
and  wall  units.  Recently  they  added  to 
the  range  their  LI  9  free-standing  unit, 
which  is  6  ft.  6  in.  high,  4  ft.  wide, 
and  18  in.  deep.  The  base  consists  of 
twenty  drawers,  5  x  11  x  161  in.,  each 
fitted  with  a  card  holder,  and  the  upper 
part  of  the  unit  contains,  behind  sliding 
glass  doors,  two  4  ft.  x  9  in.  glass 
shelves  supported  on  chrome  brackets. 
The  shelves  may  be  adjusted  for  height 
by  hooking  the  brackets  on  to  a  drilled 
metal  strip.  The  whole  unit  is  of  solid 
timber  construction  in  light  oak  finish 
and  a  fluorescent  lamp  may,  if  desired, 
be  mounted  under  the  upper  canopy. 
Extra  shelves  and  locks  on  the  doors 
are  optional  additions. 

Steel  Components 

In  the  Huwil-LB  system  handled  by 
S.  Greenman,  Ltd.,  280  Old  Street, 
London,  E.C.I,  the  component  parts 
are  made  of  steel,  giving  them  excep- 
tional stability  and  sturdiness.  The  up- 
rights may  be  either  twin-slotted  tub- 
ing for  gondolas  and  display  islands  or 
standards  fixed  to  the  wall.  The 
brackets  may  either  be  adjustable  or

fixed  and  are  finished  in  a  bright  grey, 
in  black  or  in  a  lacquered  steel  crimp 
finish.  One  pair  of  brackets  is  claimed 
to  withstand  a  load  capacity  of  four 
cwt.  and  they  are  available  in  lengths 
varying  from  5  to  14  in.  Where  speci- 
ally wide  shelves  are  required,  a  device 


free-standing  shelving  that  rests  upon 
adjustable  feet,  so  as  to  ensure  that 
the  unit  stands  squarely  on  the  uneven 
floor.  Shelf  widths  range  from  8  to  20 
in.,  and  the  standard  width  per  bay  is 
3  ft.  3  in.  Other  units,  such  as  wall 
cupboards  and  glass-fronted  cabinets, 
are  fixed  on  the  same  principle  as  the 
shelving,  and  can  therefore  be  arranged 
as  part  of  the  shelving  design. 

Swiss  Origin 

A  new  Autobracket  system  of  shelv- 
ing of  Swiss  origin,  introduced  by  E. 
Pollard  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  29  Clerkenwell 
Road,  London,  E.C.I,  has  a  unique 
method  of  adjustment  and  may  be  used 
within  windows,  showcases  and  shop 
interiors.  The  uprights,  in  light,  medium 
or  heavy  gauge,  are  available  in  a 
variety  of  designs.  For  wall  shelving 
the  uprights  are  screwed  to  the  wall, 
and  the  brackets  slide  into  a  channel, 
a  turn  of  the  hand  being  all  that  is 
required  to  adjust  the  bracket  into  posi- 
tion. The  system  may  be  used  with 
either  glass  or  wood  shelving,  and  in 


either  small  sections  or  continuous  runs. 
The  brackets  are  finished  in  light  grey 
enamel.  There  are  eight  sizes  in  the 
light-gauge  range,  and  each  may  be 
obtained  either  plain  for  use  with  wood 
shelves,  lipped  for  glass  shelves,  as  an 
angle  bracket  for  sliding  wood  shelves, 
or  as  a  flanged  bracket  for  adjoining 
shelves.  The  uprights  for  wall  fittings 
are  available  in  light,  medium  and 
heavy  gauges,  and  there  is  a  two-way 
standard  for  gondola  and  island-site 
construction.  A  unique  standard  up- 
right, the  Four-way,  in  medium  gauge, 
has  a  pillar  that  takes  brackets  on  all 
four  sides.  Pollard  Shopfitting  Group 
claim  that  their  display  division  has  in- 
stalled their  "  rod  "  dressing  system  in 
every  town  of  any  size  in  the  British  Isles. 

Strength  With  Flexibility 

In  the  Spur  system,  manufactured  by 
Savage  &  Parsons,  Ltd.,  Watford, 
Herts,  the  wall-mounted  upright  is  a 
heavy  U-channel  section  in  steel,  with 


that  extends  the  width  of  the  brackets 
to  approximately  21  in.  is  available. 
Canopy  fastenings  and  devices  for 
carrying  fluorescent  lamps  are  also 
available,  as  are  panel  clips  that  hold 
peg-board  or  other  types  of  back- 
ground. 

For  the  Nordia  system  manufactured 
by  William  Mason  &  Son,  Ltd.,  Gel- 
derd  Road.  Leeds,  the  advantage  of 
simplicity  of  installation  is  claimed.  In- 
stalling the  shelving  begins  with  the 
fixing  of  metal  wall  bars,  which  are 
slotted  so  that  the  adjustable  wooden 
shelves  fix  into  position  at  any  given 
point.  The  shelves  are  available  in  a 
variety  of  widths,  with  oak-nosed  edg- 
ing or  gold-anodised  edges  fabricated 
to  take  ticket  strips.  Where  walls  are 
too  uneven  or  insecure  to  take  the 
metal  bars,  the  manufacturers  provide 
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pairs  of  slots  punched  out  of  the  face 
at  i-in.  intervals  throughout  its  length. 
The  upright  is  screwed  to  the  wall,  and 
timber,  steel,  glass  or  other  type  of 
shelving  is  supported  on  Spur  brackets, 
which  slot  into  the  uprights.  Changes 
are  easily  made  by  moving  brackets 
to  a  new  set  of  slots,  and  the  system 
not  only  provides  flexibility,  but  affords 
great  strength  and  uniformity  of  de- 
sign and  layout.  Double-sided  Spur 
uprights,  slotted  on  two  sides  of  a 
strong  box  section,  may  be  used  for 
"  island  "  or  "  pier  "  shelving  arrange- 
ments. Spur  brackets  are  of  one-piece 
construction  and  come  in  lengths  of 
5-24  in.,  with  carrying  capacities  of  up 
to  140  lb.  Special  brackets,  sloping  at 
110°  to  the  upright  are  available  for 
angled  displays.  The  company  also  offer 
metal  shelves. 

A  range  of  fittings  designed  by 
Showell  Shopfitters  (Artistic 
Woodwork),  Ltd.,  89  Rusholme  Road. 
Manchester,  13,  includes  a  number  of 
wall  units  that  take  adjustable  shelves. 
The  wall  units,  4  ft.  wide,  may  be  had 
with  or  without  a  base,  or  incorporated 
into  arrangements  that  include  glass 
display  counters,  stock  or  storage  units, 
or  self-selection  fitments.  The  shelves 
are  supported  on  brackets  that  can  be 
set  at  an  angle.  The  company  have 
"  streamlined  "  their  production  to  en- 
able fittings  to  be  produced  at  a  rea- 
sonable basic  cost.  A  service  is  offered 
in  planning  and  designing  both  large 
and  small  premises. 

Eight  Positions 

The  Variant  system  of  Variant  (Gt. 
Britain),  Ltd.,  5  Fenchurch  Street, 
London,  E.C.3,  provides  shelf  adjust- 
ment in  one  simple  motion,  giving  any 
one  of  eight  positions  and  the  shelves 
may  be  level  or  tilted  upwards  or  down- 
wards. No  nuts  or  bolts  are  required 
for  assembly,  and  the  units  are  com- 
pletely free-standing.  The  shelving  is 
available  in  standard  bays  3  ft.  6  in. 
wide  and  in  three  intermediate  widths 
to  suit  all  conditions.  Canopies  carry- 
ing light  units  with  3-ft.  or  5-ft.  tubular 
lamps  are  available  in  single  or  mul- 
tiple units,  assembled  for  fitting  in  the 
same  way  as  an  ordinary  shelf.  The 


baskets,  interchangeable  with  standard 
shelf  frames,  are  also  offered  by  the 
manufacturers. 

Vizusell  brackets  and  attachments, 
the  manufacturers  of  which  are  Vizu- 
sell Versatile  Fittings  (W.H.S.), 
Ltd.,  10  New  Fetter  Lane,  London, 
E.C.4,  lock  into  channels,  either  wall- 
fixed  or  free  standing,  by  the  turn  of  a 
screw.  The  milled  and  case-hardened 


locking  lug  grips  the  shoulder  of  the 
channel  as  the  screw  is  tightened. 
Brackets  are  available  for  every  type  of 
merchandise — light-duty  brackets,  gen- 
erally used  with  glass  shelving  for  light- 
weight merchandise  such  as  cosmetics 
and  toiletries;  regular-duty  brackets  for 
medium  weight  goods  should  cover 
most  pharmacists'  requirements,  though 
heavy-duty  brackets  would  probably  be 
necessary  for  the  heavier  stocks  of  the 
veterinary  chemist.  Vizusell  wall  chan- 
nels and  free  standing  uprights  are 
easily  fixed,  and  are  available  from 
stock  in  a  wide  range  of  lengths.  The 
brackets  permit  infinite  adjustability. 
The  success  of  the  Vizusell  system  has 
led  to  its  adoption  by  a  number  of 
manufacturers  for  their  proprietary 
fittings.  All  parts  interlock  and  inter- 
change between  wall  fittings,  free 
stands,  counter  displays  and  "  binning." 

"Coin-operated" 

A  feature  of  the  Wilpower  system 
manufactured  by  John  Wilkins  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  214  St.  John  Street,  London, 
E.C.I,  is  the  extreme  ease  of  adjust- 
ment of  the  shelves.  A  sixpenny-piece 
or  screwdriver  may  be  used  to  turn 


shelf  frames  may  be  either  of  timber 
with  matching  hardwood  beading  on 
external  edges  or,  if  preferred,  of  i-in. 
plate  glass.  Melamine-impregnated 
shelving    and    polythene-covered  wire 


the  screws,  and  the  shelves  may  be 
set  at  any  height  suited  to  the  type  of 
goods  displayed.  The  shelving  is  sup- 
plied in  various  colours  and  finishes, 
and  the  bracket  supports  are  made  in 
a  wide  variety,  all  capable  of  sustaining 
up  to  300  lb.  per  bracket.  The  system 
is  free  from  perforations,  thus  facilitat- 
ing cleanliness,  and  is  adapted  for 
continuous  wall  shelving.  Its  vertical 
strips  are  screwed  to  the  wall  and  upon 
them  any  number  of  shelves  may  be 
supported  at  any  height.  By  the  use  of 
metal  columns,  either  spring-loaded  at 
top  and  bottom,  or  fixed  to  the  floor 
and  ceiling  by  screws,  the  shelving  may 
also  be  used  in  any  position  away  from 
the  wall.  Free-standing  Wilpower 
columns  are  also  available  with  fixed- 
base  brackets  for  assembly  as  gondolas 
or  special  display  units.  The  shelving 
may  be  of  metal,  timber  or  glass,  or 
in  place  of  shelves  chromium  basket 
units  may  be  attached.  A  new  range  of 
glass  holders  for  front-protection  glass 
and  glass  "binning  "  is  now  available 
when  glass  shelving  is  used.

LIGHTING  THE  SHOP 


Lighting  council's  exhibition 

A  SMALL  exhibition  of  shop  lighting 
was  opened  at  the  offices  of  the  British 
Lighting  Council,  16  Lancaster  Place. 
London,  W.C.2,  on  February  8.  Its 
theme  was  the  smaller  shop  and  its 
lighting  problems.  An  attempt  has 
buen  made  in  the  exhibition  to  show 
how  lighting  can  make  the  most  of 
even  the  smallest  display  area.  The 
exhibit  is  entitled  the  "  New  Manage- 
ment," and  it  emphasises  that  good 
shop  lighting  is  the  most  subtle  and 
least  offensive  of  all  modern  persuasive 
techniques.  A  new  type  of  shelf  fitting 
finished  in  matt  black  incorporates  a 
glass  shelf  cunningly  edge-lit  by  light 
from  a  fluorescent  tube  enclosed  in  the 
back  of  the  structure.  Another  is  a 
form  of  base  lighting  that  effectively 
exhibits  cut  glass  but  could  also  be 
used  for  displaying  perfumes  and  at- 
tractively bottled  liquids.  It  consists  of 


a  box-like  table  top  enclosing  fluores- 
cent lamps  beneath  a  reeded  glass  panel 
that  is  covered  with  black  sand,  except 
underneath  the  bottles  to  be  displayed. 
The  cut  glass  articles  are  filled  with 
internally  reflected  light  from  below. 
The  sand  provides  a  versatile  mask 
that  re-forms  to  fit  what  shape  is  placed 
upon  it.  Bearing  in  mind  possible  tar- 
gets if  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Bill  is  enacted  by  Parliament, 
the  Council  has  also  included  a  small 
office-cum-stockroom  among  the  ex- 
hibits, to  show  the  advantages  to  be 
gained  by  adequate  lighting.  The  Coun- 
cil recommends  that  shopkeepers  who 
are  in  any  way  dissatisfied  with,  or 
doubtful  about,  the  lighting  of  the 
working  areas  "  behind  scenes  "  should 
ask  for  a  free  lightmeter  check  and 
advice  from  experts  at  their  local 
Electricity  Board  showroom.

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A  Time  for  Reappraisals 

The  extreme  weather  that  has  prevailed  during  recent 
weeks  has  made  it  necessary  to  take  another  look  at  the 
efficiency  of  performance  of  many  things  previously 
considered  satisfactory.  Such  reappraisals  have  been 
called  for  in  the  home,  the  office,  industry  and  not  least 
in  the  pharmacy. 

The  water  supply — or  lack  of  it — is  an  obvious  ex- 
ample. Heating  methods  have  likewise  been  much  dis- 
cussed, because  zero  temperatures  have  highlighted  fuel 
shortages  and  shown  up  inefficient  performances  in 
existing  installations.  The  jolt  given  by  low  thermometer 
readings  in  their  premises  has  turned  the  thinking  of 
many  in  the  direction  of  systems  capable  of  meeting 
more  exacting  specifications  than  have  hitherto  seemed 
necessary. 

In  pharmacies  there  has  been  in  recent  months  an  east 
wind  of  competition  that  should  give  rise  to  equally 
urgent  rethinking  about  the  organisation  of  the  pre- 
mises, their  layout  and  equipment.  In  hospital  practice 
the  competitive  element  may  be  absent  but  the  pressure 
is  equally  present  to  raise  the  efficiency  of  the  pharmacy 
department.  In  industry,  reminders  are  being  hammered 
home  every  day  of  the  drive  towards  greater  pro- 
ductivity. The  individual  pharmacist  in  particular  must 
not  wait  until  the  arctic  blasts  of  competition  cause  a 
freeze-up  of  his  business.  He  must  make  preparations 
against  the  possibility  of  slumps  and  depressions  or  loss 
of  sales  to  other  trades.  His  precautions  should  be  radi- 
cal enough — and  sound  enough — to  steer  him  clear  of 
commercial  catastrophes.  Unfortunately  the  pharmacist 
who  practises  independently  is,  on  account  of  statu- 
tory limitations  on  his  movements,  often  prevented 
from  travelling  afield  to  study  the  techniques  that  are 
being  employed  by  his  competitors.  That  relative  im- 
mobility often  engenders  a  tendency  to  accept  his  imme- 
diate surroundings  without  question  or  criticism.  Yet, 
unless  he  bestirs  himself  to  take  up  a  self -critical  atti- 
tude, his  pharmacy  may  come  to  lose  the  attractiveness 
to  customers  that  it  might — indeed  must — have  if  expan- 
sion, not  contraction,  is  to  be  the  course  of  events. 

Courage  and  some  determination  are  needed  in  em- 
barking upon  a  large-scale  reorganisation  of  a  business. 
Often,  however,  the  decision  is  a  matter  of  obvious 
common  sense,  which  a  consideration  of  the  various 
elements  in  the  running  of  the  business  serves  to  reveal. 
For  that  reason  we  urge  all  pharmacists  in  general 
practice  critically  to  review  their  day-to-day  surround- 


ings without  delay.  Would  the  business  not  benefit  from 
a  higher  level  of  illumination  in  the  pharmacy  and  in 
its  windows?  That  would  at  least  show  up  any  cobwebs! 
But  what  it  would  also  do  would  be  to  compel  the 
proprietor  to  take  a  closer  look  at  the  state  of  the 
decorations  and  the  condition  of  fittings  and  fixtures.  If, 
having  done  that,  he  decides  that  they  stand  in  need  of 
improvement,  the  next  step  is  to  study  again  the  in- 
formation this  special  issue  of  the  C.  &  D.  gives  on  a 
number  of  aspects  of  shopfitting  and  display.  [Inciden- 
tally, while  long-term  weather  forecasts  are  not  a  part 
of  the  C.  &  D.  service,  the  review  of  heating  methods 
that  was  included  in  the  corresponding  special  issue  of 
1962  should  have  brought  untold  benefits  to  those  who 
noted  it  and  took  appropriate  action.] 

One  last  thought.  The  present  cold  spell  only  seems 
never-ending.  Warmer  conditions  will  certainly  come 
with  the  changing  seasons.  The  same  is  not  necessarily 
true  of  the  blizzard  of  trade  competition.  On  the  other 
hand  it  is  much  more  within  the  power  of  the  individual 
to  take  action  to  overcome  it. 

Towards  Improved  Retailing 

Crystal  gazing  is  an  occupation  indulged  in  at  this 
time  of  year  by  many  who  scorn  the  use  of  an  actual 
crystal.  The  forthcoming  Budget  prompts  many  guesses 
or  estimates,  some  astute  but  many  less  so,  concerning 
the  Chancellor's  intentions.  Questioners  in  Parliament 
put  forward  their  verbal  probes,  not  in  the  hopes  of 
receiving  positive  answers,  but  rather  to  take  the  oppor- 
tunity of  putting  ideas  into  the  Chancellors  mind. 

Looking  into  the  future  was  also  the  occupation  of 
those  present  at  a  retail  management  conference  held  at 
Leamington  Spa  on  February  12  and  13  (p.  194). 
Although  the  conference  members  were  actively  con- 
cerned in  retail  distribution  they  were,  however,  con- 
cerned less  with  matters  of  purchase  or  profits  tax  than 
with  problems  of  economic  expansion  and  fields  in 
which  their  efforts  could  gain  satisfactory  returns.  The 
occasion  was  used  to  take  a  look  at  Continental  retail- 
ing methods  and  scope. 

It  was  noticeable  that  two  of  the  opening  speakers  at 
the  conference  (Dr.  J.  Baxter  and  Mr.  Ilmar  Roostal) 
were  both  of  the  opinion  that  the  growing  market  on 
the  European  Continent  would  provide  a  great  oppor- 
tunity and  challenge  to  retailing  organisations,  and  that 
there  would  be  a  tendency  for  the  growth  of  inter- 
national retailing  organisations  parallel  with  the  con- 
tinued rise  of  international  manufacturing  units.  [The 
British  pharmaceutical  industry  has  witnessed  the  devel- 
opment of  such  international  organisations,  and  may  be 
said  to  have  benefited  from  the  resulting  stimulation 
and  the  necessity  to  increase  its  competitiveness.] 

It  would  appear,  then,  if  those  speakers  are  correct 
in  their  observations,  that  there  will  be  a  demand  for 
more  efficient  methods  of  retailing  and  possibly  a  re- 
vised outlook  in  Britain  towards  retail  trading  as  a 
vocation.  Retail  selling  is  considered  a  far  more 
respectable  occupation,  it  seems,  on  the  Continent.  Dr. 
Baxter  pointed  out  another  significant  fact,  namely  that 
there  exists  a  higher  degree  of  co-operation  on  the 
Continent  between  the  centres  of  higher  education  and 
the  business  world,  associated  with  a  greater  acceptance 
of  the  need  to  develop  techniques  for  improving  the 
efficiency  and  profitability  of  retail  organisations. 

.  On  another  aspect  of  retailing,  another  speaker  poin- 
ted out  that  surprisingly  few  retailers  are  able  to  assess 
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the  profitable  and  non-profitable  transactions  in  their 
shops  and  support  their  statements  with  accurate  and 
sound  statistics.  If  retailing  is  to  achieve  any  sort  of 
improvement  in  its  status  and  prosperity  there  must, 
as  another  speaker  emphasised,  be  much  more  exchange 
of  information  within  the  trade.  That  may  be  specially 
true  in  pharmacy,  in  which  considerations  of  profession- 
alism have  tended  to  obscure  the  need  for  efficient 
retailing  techniques,  and  the  shopfitting  project  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  is  a  valuable  step  in 
that  direction.  We  should  like  to  hear  of  groups  of 
pharmacists  getting  together  in  a  spirit  of  friendly  co- 
operation, exchanging  details  of  their  successes  as  much 
as  of  their  difficulties  in  running  their  businesses,  for 
no  other  form  of  commercial  activity  seems  better 
placed  to  share  experiences,  or  more  likely  to  benefit 
from  the  sharing.  First  must  come  a  real  desire  to  adopt 
modern  outlooks,  techniques  and  methods  in  a  deter- 
mination to  become  successful  retailers.  There  is  no 
reason  why,  coming  into  that  category,  they  need  make 
any  sacrifice  of  professional  standards. 

Mass  Vaccination  Against  Polio 

The  advent  of  attenuated  poliomyelitis  vaccine  widened 
the  horizons  of  poliomyelitis  control.  Immunisation 
with  inactivated  Salk  vaccine  previously  available  was — 
and  is — reasonably  effective  in  producing  a  general  re- 
sistance to  poliomyelitis  in  the  individual,  but  not  in 
providing  local  immunity  in  the  gut.  Polio  virus  may 
thus  be  spread  by  persons  immunised  with  inactivated 
vaccine,  and  inactivated  vaccine  is  therefore  of  limited 
application  in  arresting  epidemics.  In  contrast,  attenu- 
ated vaccine  given  by  mouth  rapidly  produces  both 
general  resistance  and  gut  immunity.  There  were  thus 
expectations  that,  during  epidemics,  mass  vaccination 
with  attenuated  vaccine,  by  preventing  the  transmission 
of  pathogenic  virus,  might  end  the  epidemic.  Experience 
in  other  countries  has  suggested  that  that  expectation 
has  been  realised  (Hale  and  others,  1959  ;  Chumakov, 
1960).  The  official  report  on  the  mass  immunisation  with 
attenuated  vaccine  during  the  Hull  epidemic  of  1961  is 
thus  of  special  interest  (Ministry  of  Health  Reports, 
1963). 

The  first  case  in  that  outbreak  was  recorded  during 
the  last  week  of  September  1961,  and  by  October  17  the 
number  of  confirmed  cases  had  risen  to  forty-four.  On 
that  day,  a  Tuesday,  vaccination  on  a  mass  scale  was 
begun  as  an  emergency  measure,  and  by  the  following 
Saturday  no  less  than  358,000  persons  had  been  im- 
munised. While  the  mass  immunisation  was  in  progress 
a  further  sixteen  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  confirmed ; 
after  the  sessions  ended  on  October  24  the  pattern  of 
polio  admissions  to  hospital  continued  to  show  no 
change  for  a  further  six  days.  The  last  case  of  the  out- 
break began  on  October  29,  and  thereafter  the  epidemic 
virtually  ceased. 

Was  the  cessation  of  the  outbreak  entirely  due  to  the 
vaccine?  The  conditions  of  the  mass  immunisation  were 
naturally  not  those  of  a  clinical  trial  and  a  statistical 
assessment  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  campaign  is  not 
possible.  The  speedy  end  of  the  epidemic  after  the  cam- 
paign began,  however,  is  certainly  compatible  with  the 
view  that  it  was  the  mass  use  of  vaccine  that  brought 
the  epidemic  to  a  halt,  and  observers  who  compared  the 
abrupt  end  of  the  1961  epidemic  with  the  more  pro- 
longed course  of  outbreaks  in  previous  years  were  fav- 
ourably impressed  with  the  results.  That  the  vaccine  was 


an  effective  agent  is  in  keeping  both  with  the  theoretical 
likelihood  of  its  efficacy  in  breaking  the  chain  of  trans- 
mission, and  also  with  practical  experience  in  the  inves- 
tigations referred  to  above.  Complete  confirmation  of 
the  efficacy  of  oral  vaccine  in  halting  epidemics  in  Eng- 
land will  only  be  available  after  further  experience. 

The  Hull  epidemic  was  due  to  a  type  1  virus,  but  the 
virus  used  for  vaccination  was  type  2.  There  were  two 
reasons  for  using  a  heterogenic  virus  for  immunisation. 
In  the  first  place  it  was  anticipated  that  some  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  would  occur  in  vaccinated  persons  already 
incubating  the  disease  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  In 
those  circumstances,  it  was  obviously  of  value  to  be 
able  to  distinguish  the  pathological  virus  from  the  at- 
tenuated vaccine  virus.  Secondly  the  previous  experience 
of  Hale  and  his  colleagues  (see  above)  had  suggested 
that  in  practice  type  2  virus  was  capable  of  controlling 
an  epidemic  due  to  type  1 .  However,  poliomyelitis  may 
be  caused  either  by  type  1,  type  2  or  type  3  virus.  A 
disadvantage  of  using  type  2  virus  was  the  desirability 
of  subsequent  vaccination  with  type  1  and  type  3  to 
protect  against  all  polio  types.  A  wider  degree  of  im- 
munity would  thus  have  been  produced  by  combined 
immunisation  with  all  three  viruses  for  the  emergency 
campaign.  Whatever  the  relative  merits  of  single  or 
combined  virus  types  in  those  circumstances,  the  results 
of  the  campaign  were  sufficiently  encouraging  to  indi- 
cate that  attenuated  vaccine  should  be  widely  used  in  any 
subsequent  epidemic  in  the  United  Kingdom.

The  book  is  a  guide  to  the  junior  assistant  and  others  who 
are  commencing  in  retail  trade.  It  is  intended  to  help  them 
to  understand  the  various  aspects  of  retailing  and  is  also 
suitable  for  the  first-year  examination  for  the  City  and 
Guilds  Retail  Trades  junior  certificates,  being  based  on  the 
syllabus  recommended  for  that  examination. 

A  Survey  of  Drugs 

HAKIM  ABDUL  WAHID  and  DR.  H.  H.  SIDDIQUI,  B.SC,  TECH. 

(PHARM.),  Institute  of  the  History  of  Medicine  and 
Medical  Research,  Hamdard  Buildings,  Delhi,  India. 
9j  x  6\  in.  Pp.  168  (paper  back).  6s. 
The  aim  of  the  book  has  been  to  collate  information  on 
those  drugs  used  in  Indian  systems  of  medicine.  The  abun- 
dance of  a  vast  variety  of  medicinal  flora  in  India  has 
been  the  basis  for  the  development  of  the  Ayurvedic  and 
Unani  (Arab)  systems  of  medicine.  The  present  book  lists 
the  drugs  used  under  their  various  systems  and  for  the  first 
time  provides  a  classification  of  the  drugs  according  to  their 
therapeutic  action. 

Modern  Cosmeticology 

R.  C.  harry,  F.R.i.c,  F.R.S.M.  Leonard  Hill,  Ltd.,  The 
Tower,  Brook  Green  Road.  London,  W.6.  81  X  5|  in. 
Pp.  xxiv  +  683.  Fifth  edition.  84s. 
In  producing  a  fifth  edition  of  this  work  only  six  years 
after  the  fourth,  the  publishers  pay  tribute  to  the  increasing 
speed  with  which  cosmetic  science  is  developing.  To  bring 
the  volume  up  to  date  some  of  the  chapters  have  been  re- 
arranged and  rewritten.  The  chapter  on  toilet  soap  has  been 
omitted  because  it  was  thought  there  was  not  scope  within 
the  book  to  deal  adequately  with  the  subject.  For  space 
reasons  the  chapter  on  diet  and  health  has  also  been  omit- 
ted. Cosmetic  stockings  come  in  for  the  first  time  under 
"  Face  Powder,  Compact  Powders  and  Cake  Make-up."  The 
increased  use  of  pressurised  packs  for  cosmetic  preparations 
has  led  to  the  introduction  of  a  chapter  devoted  entirely  to 
that  subject,  and  giving  details  of  propellents  and  types  of 
packs,  as  well  as  providing  formulations  for  a  number  of 
different  products. 
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A recommendation  that  the  Society  should  consider 
adding  to  its  regulations  recognition  of  the  new 
Northern  Ireland  General  Certificate  of  Education  exami- 
nation, was  considered  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland, 
held  in  Belfast  on  February  14.  The  recommendation  had 
been  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Education.  On  the  proposal 
of  Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble,  O.B.E.,  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  G. 
Campbell,  it  was  agreed  to  annul  the  existing  regulation 
and  draft  new  ones  to  recognise  the  examination.  The 
Secretary  (Mr.  W.  Gorman)  presented  copies  of  the  regu- 
lations permitting  the  holding  of  one  further  examination 
for  old-syllabus  candidates.  On  the  proposal  of  Mr.  G.  E. 
McIlhagger,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd,  it  was  agreed 
that  Mr.  Gorman  should  make  arrangements  for  lectures 
in  forensic  pharmacy  to  be  held,  if  possible,  for  the  can- 
didates concerned.  Reporting  on  a  meeting  of  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  on  January  31,  the  Chairman  (Mr.  R.  J. 
Davidson,  B.Sc),  said  the  Committee  was  considering  the 
advisability  of  changing  to  a  degree  examination  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Local  Government,  acknowledging  receipt  of 


THE  College  of  Pharmacy  is  in  urgent  need  of  new 
laboratory  facilities  (for  pharmaceutical  chemistry)  so 
that  the  degree  course  can  be  carried  out  to  maximum 
advantage.  That  was  stated  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  held  in 
Dublin  on  February  12.  The  President  (Mr.  D.  J. 
Kennelly)  explained  that  the  teaching  staff  could  carry  on 
with  the  existing  lecture  facilities,  but  needed  another  assis- 
tant lecturer  and  a  trainee  laboratory  technician.  It  was 
decided  to  write  to  the  Minister  for  Education  pointing  out 
the  urgency  of  the  situation,  and  asking  him  to  receive  a 
deputation  to  discuss  the  matter.  The  President  said  that, 
apart  from  his  teaching  obligations,  Professor  R.  Timoney 
had  considerable  administrative  responsibilities,  making  the 
appointment  of  an  extra  assistant  vital.  The  only  alternative 
would  be  to  cut  down  on  the  course,  which  would  be  a 
retrograde  step.  Professor  Timoney  was  finding  it  difficult 
to  carry  on.  Under  the  new  condi'ions,  students  would  be 
doing  a  second  year  in  pharmacen.  cal  chemistry  requiring 
delicate  and  expensive  apparatus  that  could  not  be  housed 
in  the  present  building.  Unless  the  new  laboratory  were 
available  for  October,  "  practicals  "  in  the  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  course  would  not  be  possible. 

Miss  L.  Cunniffe  asked  if  there  were  any  possibility  of 
getting  the  University  to  provide  the  facilities  and  the 
President  replied  that  the  University  was  responsible  only 
for  the  first  year  of  the  course,  the  Society  having  responsi- 
bility for  the  second  and  third  years.  Miss  Cunniffe:  Are 
we  ever  going  to  be  recognised  by  the  University  as  a 
faculty?  The  President  replied  that  that  was  for  the  future. 
Mr.  M.  F.  Walsh  thought  the  University  might  be  re- 
quested to  provide  the  laboratories  until  the  Council  was 
able  to  do  so.  The  President  pointed  out  that  the  Minister 
for  Education  was  precluded  at  present  from  giving  any 
monies  to  the  Society,  though  he  could  do  so  if  the  Col- 
lege were  within  the  University. 

Temporary  Arrangements 

Mr.  C.  J.  Cremen  said  there  was  no  hope  of  having  the 
laboratory  ready  for  October.  They  should  ask  Professor 
Timoney  if  he  knew  of  any  laboratory  in  the  city  which 


the  Council's  letter  regarding  preparations  containing 
meclozine,  and  thanking  the  Council  for  its  prompt  action 
in  the  matter. 

The  Council  verified  that  it  would  follow  the  practice 
of  past  years  in  appointing  representatives  to  the  selec- 
tion committee  that  would  be  recommending  persons  to 
serve  on  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission. 

On  the  proposal  of  Mr.  McIlhagger,  seconded  by  Mr. 
W.  Hunter,  it  was  agreed  to  substitute  Dr.  A.  R.  John- 
ston (senior  lecturer  physics  department,  Queen's  Univer- 
sity, Belfast)  for  Dr.  A.  L.  Kerr  as  the  Society's  examiner 
in  physics.  Mr.  Gorman  reported  that,  since  his  nomina- 
tion, Dr.  Kerr  had  written  regretting  that  he  was  unable 
to  act  as  examiner. 

Applications  for  restoration  to  the  register  were  granted 
to  Messrs.  R.  Greenlees,  High  Trees,  Windsor  Road, 
Wokingham,  Berks,  who  had  been  in  Rhodesia;  G.  Moore 
and  J.  P.  Mullin,  both  of  whom  were  in  Rhodesia. 

The  President  (Mr.  D.  Moore)  expressed  the  Council's 
delight  at  seeing  the  treasurer  (Mr.  R.  M.  Watson)  fully 
recovered  from  the  injuries  he  had  received  in  an  accident. 

It  was  confirmed  that  the  May  Council's  meeting  would 
be  held  in  Londonderry  on  May  16. 


could  be  rented  until  they  were  able  to  provide  their  own. 
Professor  Timoney,  who  was  then  invited  to  discuss  the 
position  with  the  Council,  said  he  could  probably 
secure  the  services  of  an  assistant  lecturer  at  reasonably 
short  notice.  He  undertook  to  inquire  into  the  possibility 
of  a  temporary  laboratory.  The  problems  of  providing  both 
the  assistant  and  the  laboratory  were,  he  said,  interde- 
pendent. One  would  not  be  of  any  use  without  the  other. 

Reporting  on  the  results  of  the  recent  Second  Professional 
(Supplemental)  examination,  the  Registrar  said  that  forty- 
one  candidates  had  entered,  of  whom  thirty-eight  had  sat 
the  examination.  Ten  had  passed  and  nine  had  been  re- 
ferred. Of  three  students  who  had  entered  for  the  Regis- 
tered Druggist  examination  one  had  withdrawn  and  one 
had  passed.  Mr.  M.  Costello  said  that  the  proportion  of 
failures  in  the  Second  Professional  examination  was  high: 
exactly  50  per  cent.  He  wondered  whether  the  fault  lay 
with  the  standard  of  the  examination  or  with  the  students. 
The  matter  should  be  looked  into.  Mr.  T.  R.  Miller  asked 
whether  new  students  taking  the  course  would  be  prejudiced 
in  securing  accommodation  and  facilities,  following  so  many 
failures.  The  Registrar  said  they  would  not,  as  the  un- 
successful students  would  not  be  admitted,  unless  for  re- 
vision lectures.  Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill  said  that  unsuccessful 
students  who  had  taken  up  pharmacy  prior  to  the  passing 
of  the  new  Act  were  entitled  to  try  and  try  again.  The 
President:  They  are  not  taking  up  space,  because  they 
are  only  allowed  to  revise  if  and  when  there  is  sufficient 
accommodation. 

Delays  Over  New  Fees 

A  letter  from  the  Department  of  Health  outlined  some 
technical  difficulties  that  had  delayed  approval  of  the  new 
scale  of  fees  suggested  by  the  Council  and  requested  that 
the  Council  should  give  the  Department  further  details, 
so  that  the  scheme  could  be  examined  in  relation  to  them. 
The  registrar  was  directed  to  reply  immediately,  so  that 
the  new  fees  might  be  brought  into  operation  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  Registrar  said  that  the  delay  in  approval 
of  the  scale  was  creating  a  difficulty  regarding  the  supply 
of  the  journal.  He  had  written  to  the  publishers  of  The 
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Chemist  and  Druggist  explaining  the  difficulty,  who  had 
replied  stating  that  they  appreciated  the  position  and  offer- 
ing to  help  the  Council  in  every  possible  way.  The  Council 
expressed  its  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  received  from 
the  publishers. 

Mr.  D.  W.  P.  Boyd  (director,  Irish  Pharmacy  Week  Com- 
mittee) wrote  returning  a  cheque  for  £200  advanced  by  the 
Council  to  meet  possible  extra  expenses  that  might  have 
been  incurred  in  the  running  of  the  Week.  He  was  glad  to 
inform  the  Council  that  there  had  been  no  need  to  use  the 
money,  adding  that  the  Committee  was  most  appreciative 
of  the  Council's  generous  gesture  in  advancing  it.  If  the 
Council  considered  that  another  Week  should  be  held  in 
1963  it  would  be  necessary  to  start  work  on  the  initial 
arrangements  without  delay.  The  President  said  that,  as 
a  result  of  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  Week  had 
been  run,  the  Committee  had  realised  a  small  surplus, 
which  would  be  donated  to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  He  paid 
tribute  to  the  work  put  into  the  organisation  of  the  Week 
by  Mr.  Boyd  and  his  colleagues  on  the  Committee.  Mr. 
Walsh  suggested  that  no  decision  on  the  holding  of  an- 
other Week  should  be  arrived  at  until  after  the  Post-gradu- 
ate Education  Committee  had  had  an  opportunity  of  meet- 
ing. That  was  agreed.  Mr.  V.  G.  McElwee  thought  the 
attendance  at  the  post-graduate  lectures  during  Pharmacy 
Week  had  been  disappointing.  The  lectures  had  been  good 
and  well  worth  attending.  Mr.  Walsh  suggested  that  a 
postal  course  might  be  more  useful  for  provincial  members. 
The  President  thought  the  Post-graduate  Committee  might 
have  some  suggestions. 

Visitors  from  Belfast 

The  President  reported  that  Messrs.  H.  W.  Gamble  and 
H.  Boyd,  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association,  with  their 
accountant  (Mr.  A.  Lovesy),  had  come  to  Dublin  at  the 
request  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  to  meet  members 
of  the  deputation  from  the  Council  that  was  being  inter- 
viewed by  the  Select  Committee  on  the  Health  Services. 
The  deputation  was  anxious  to  obtain  first-hand  informa- 
tion about  the  administration  of  the  Health  Services  in 
Northern  Ireland.  The  members  had  come  from  Belfast  on 
February  5  and  had  given  every  possible  assistance.  "  I 
think  the  Council  and  the  Society  are  under  a  deep  debt  of 
gratitude  to  them."  The  visitors  had  said  that,  if  they  could 
be  of  further  help,  they  would  be  delighted  to  return. 
Proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  visitors  Mr.  Costello 
said  that,  in  their  readiness  to  help,  they  could  not  have 
done  more  had  they  been  members  of  the  Council  them- 
selves. "  It  is  grand  to  see  the  co-operation  which  exists 
between  the  brotherhood  of  pharmacy  in  this  country." 
Mr.  R.  J.  Power  seconded.  Mr.  Costello  added  that  the 
visitors  had  intimated  that  they  were  prepared  to  bear  the 
expenses  involved.  Mr.  Walsh  said  it  was  time  the  Council 
secured  the  services  of  an  accountant  to  help  them  in  their 
struggle  for  better  conditions.  The  President  said  that, 
when  the  series  of  meetings  being  held  by  Comhairle  na 
N eimheanna  had  concluded,  and  the  Minister  had  decided 
to  approve  of  new  regulations,  it  might  be  advisable  for  the 
Council  to  consider  publishing  some  form  of  guide  to  assist 
pharmacists  to  acquire  a  working  knowledge  of  the  regula- 
tions. It  was  agreed  to  consider  the  matter  further  when 
the  changes  become  known.

MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 

IRON-SORBITOL  IN  ANEMIA 

An  intramuscular  injection  of  iron  with  sorbitol  and  citric 
acid*  has  been  labelled  with  Fe™  and  administered  to  twelve 
patients  with  iron  deficiency  anaemia,  in  order  to  compare 
the  product's  absorption,  excretion  and  utilisation  for  haemo- 
globin synthesis  with  figures  reported  for  an  iron-dextran 
compound  (Imferon).  The  results  are  given  in  the  Lancet 
(1962.  II.  749).  Ten  hours  after  injection,  practically  all  the 
iron  was  cleared  from  the  injection  site,  compared  with 
retention  of  17-45  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  iron-dextran.  The 
mean  urinary  excretion  was  33±4-8  per  cent,  of  the  injected 
dose,  whereas  "  no  significant  excretion  of  iron  was  found 
in  the  urine  after  injection  of  the  iron-dextran."  Iron  utili- 
sation of  the  iron-sorbitol  complex  was  37-5±:7-3  per  cent, 
of  injected  dose,  compared  with  a  variation  from  6  to  44 
per  cent,  reported  in  four  subjects  receiving  Fe59-labelled 
iron-dextran  (only  one  of  them  being  iron  deficient).  The 
authors  conclude  that  those  results  confirm  the  iron-sorbitol- 
citric  acid  preparation,  "  which  is  non-carcinogenic  in  ani- 
mals," has  decided  advantages  in  clinical  practice.

From  the  C.  &  D.,  January  15,  1876

evidence  of  his  admission  into  the  Bellallen  Society;  that 
no  person  should  be  allowed  to  wear  a  similar  toga  but 
such  as  were  so  qualified,  and  that  the  said  toga  should 
be  sufficient  to  mark  them  out  from  the  rest  of  the  world 
as  qualified  and  permitted  to  make  the  implements  of  the 
Bellallen  Society.  Further,  that  for  every  candidate  thus 
admitted  a  premium  of  ten  guineas  sterling  should  be  given 
to  the  Prince,  as  a  recognition  of  his  protection  and  of  the 
monopoly  they  enjoyed.  And,  lastly,  that  before  any  candi- 
date was  eligible  for  election  into  the  society  he  should  give 
evidence  of  having  himself  worked  for  three  complete  years 
in  the  mines  from  which  the  metals  used  by  the  Bellallen 
Society  were  obtained.

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WORLD  TRADE 


Free-trade  Area  Tariffs.  —  Ministers 
of  the  seven  countries  of  the  European 
Free  Trade  Association,  meeting  in 
Geneva  recently,  reached  a  broad  agree- 
ment on  measures  needed  to  strengthen 
trade  between  them  after  the  breakdown 
of  Britain's  Common  Market  negotia- 
tions at  Brussels  recently,  but  Austria 
(as  had  been  expected)  informed  the 
meeting  that  the  matter  of  association 
with  the  Common  Market  was  "a  ques- 
tion of  great  urgency  "  for  her.  The 
E.F.TA.  Ministerial  Council  agreed  to 
work  out  proposals  for  eliminating  all 
tariffs  and  quantitative  restrictions  on 
trade  in  industrial  goods  between  mem- 
ber States  by  the  end  of  1966. 

French   Chemical  Output  Rise.  — 

French  chemical  production  during 
1962  is  reported  to  have  undergone  a 
9  per  cent,  increase  over  1961  to  about 
£1,300  millions.  Exports  of  chemical 
products  totalled  about  £200  millions 
(5-4  per  cent,  higher  than  in  1961). 
The  rather  moderate  rate  of  growth 
in  French  chemical  sales  abroad  was 
attributed  to  the  fall  in  exports  to 
countries  of  the  franc  zone,  which  fell 
by  23-3  per  cent,  during  the  year. 
Exports  to  foreign  countries,  on  the 
contrary,  increased  by  17-1  per  cent,  to 
£170  millions.  Imports  of  chemicals 
were  worth  about  £160  millions,  bring- 
ing about  a  surplus  in  French  chemical 
trading  with  the  outside  world. 

Bahrain  Fixes  Profit  on  Drugs. — A 

translation  of  the  Bahrain  Pharmaceu- 


tical Goods  (Price  Control)  Regulation, 
1962,  whioh  became  effective  in  Nov- 
ember 1962,  has  just  been  published  by 
H.M.  Stationery  Office  (price  eight- 
pence).  Under  the  Order  it  is  illegal  to 
sell  by  retail  many  pharmaceutical 
goods  at  a  price  yielding  a  profit  in 
excess  of  a  maximum  permitted  mar- 
gin. Those  margins  based  on  a,  c.i.f., 


basis  are :  On  antibiotics  and  other 
medicines  with  an  expiry  date,  50  per 
cent.;  on  hormones,  40  per  cent.;  vita- 
mins, 40  per  cent.;  simple  household 
remedies  (ointments,  liniments,  aspirin, 
health  salts,  iodine,  cough  mixtures, 
bandages,  etc.),  25  per  cent,  and  anti- 
septics (not  included  in  the  household 
category),  20  per  cent.  A  registered  phar- 
macist who  contravenes  the  regulations 
may  have  his  licence  revoked  if  convic- 
ted on  more  than  one  occasion.
